SHAFTER'S ARMY 
OFT SANTIAGO 


Transports Arrived There at 
Noon on Monday. 


PREPARING FOR A LANDING 


| 
Our Army and Navy Commanders 
Confer with Gen. Garcia. 


HARD WORK EXPECTED 


Large Bodies of Spanish Troops Pre- | 
pared to Resist the Attack of 
the Invading Forces.

OFF SANTIAGO DE CUBA, June 20, via 
Mole St. Nicholas, June 21.—The United 
States army for the invasion of Cuba, 16,000 
strong, commanded by Gen. Shafter, arrived 
off Santiago de Cube ai noon to-day. The 
time of its disembarkation has not yet been 
determined, but it probably will be within. 
the next thrve days. 

Wher the fleet of thirty-seven transports, 
with its freight of fighting men, swept up 
the southern coast to-day and slowed up 
within sight of the doomed City of Santiago 
de Cuba the anxiously awaited soldiers 
were greeted with ringing cheers, which 
faintly echoed to the transports from the 
decks of the blockading warships, far in 
shore. They were answered by the troops 
most heartily and in kind. The weeks of 
anxious waiting on one side and of impa- 
tient chafing on the other were over, and 
the army and the navy had at last joined 
forces, and all felt that the final blow at 
Santiago de Cuba was at hand. 

It was 10 o’clock this morning when the 
lookout on board the armored cruiser Brook- 
lyn reported seeing the smoke of several 
steamers away to the southeast, and a mo- 
ment or so later he announced that a 
dozen transports were in sight. Signals 
were exchanged from ship to ship, gladden- 
ing the hearts of the weary blockaders. 
Then the United States auxiliary cruiser 
Gloucester, formerly J. Pierpont Morgan’s 
steam yacht Corsair, dashed away to meet 
and welcome the troops. 


An Impressive Scene, 


About half an hour later a grim forest of 
masts had sprung up apparently from the 
sea, and a most impressive scene was pre- 
sented as the armada swept gracefully up 
from the horizon toward the shores where 
the struggle is to take place. The trans- 
ports were ranged in three shifting lines, 
with the battleship Indiana on the extreme 
right and the other men-of-war on the out- 
skirts of the fleet. In this order the trans- 
ports and their escorts steamed slowly in 
toward the hills where Morro’s red walls 
gleamed in the sunlight. 

It was intended to take the entire fleet to 
the lines of Rear Admiral Sampson's fleet 
of warships, but an order from the Ad- 
miral stopped the advance of the ships about 
fifteen miles to the southeast, and, escorted 
by the Gloucester, Gen. Shafter went for- 
ward on the Seguranca to confer with the 
Admiral. The General went on board the 
flagship, and soon afterward both officers 
were transferred to the Seguranca, which 
then proceeded to Aserradero, a little over 
seventeen miles west of Santiago de Cuba, 
near which place Gen. Garcia is encamped 
with 3,000 Cuban soldiers. Gen. Shafter 
and his staff and Rear Admiral Sampson 
went ashore and proceeded to Gen, Garcia’s 
headquarters, about a mile inland, where 
they spent several hours in consultation 
with the Cuban General. At the conclusion 
of the conference, Gen, Shafter and the 
other officers had little or nothing to say 
regarding the plans for landing the Amer- 
ican troops or for the co-operation of the 
Cubans. 

. Landing May Be Delayed. 


The best information obtainable is that 
there will be no attempt to make a general 
landing for two or three days, but small 
bodies of troops will be put ashore, proba- 
bly to-morrow, at several points, both east 
and west of Santiago de Cuba, including 
Aserradero. This will give Gen. Shafter 
an opportunity to become more familiar 
with the work before him, and to ascertain 
the best place for a general landing. Un- 
doubtedly some of the troops will be landed 
at Guantanamo Bay in order to relieve the 
marines there, but it is generally believed 
that the main body of the troops will be 
landed much nearer to Santiago de Cuba. 

Admiral Sampson says that the landing 
of troops of Gen. Shafter’s expedition will 
be delayed se vera’ days. Reports published 
in the United States to the contrary are 
pure guesswork. 

The long and trying journey from Tampa 
left the men in a much better condition than 
anticipated. There are fourteen mild cases 
of typhoid on the hospital ship, among\them 
being Major Horton of the Twenty-fifth In- 
fantry, and several cases of measles, but 
there are no serious cases of sickness. Ow- 
ing to the smoothness of the passage the 
soldiers were not generally affected by sea- 
sickness, and they are all wildly anxious to 
get ashore and begin fighting. 

The dispatch boat of The Associated 
Press, as she steamed among the trans- 
ports, was eagerly besieged on all sides for 
news of Admiral Sampson’s operaticns, of- 
ficers and men clamoring for a word from 
the blockaders. Much satisfaction was ex- 
pressed among the troops when it became 
known that the actual capture of Santiago 
de Cuba is to be left to the army. 


American Fleet Strengthened. 


The American fieet off Santiago de Cuba 
has been strengthened materially by the ad- 
dition of the warships which escorted the 
transports here, including the Indiana, De- 
troit, Montgomery, Bancroft, Helena, Erics- 
son, Foote, Hornet, Annapolis, Castine, and 
Eagle. 

Wherever the landing may take place, the 
operations and the information of the last 
ten days show conclusively that some bitter 
work is ahead for Gen. Shafter’s men before 
the Spanish flag comes down from Morro’s 
walls. The Spanish infantry, cavalry, and 
guerrilla forces, estimated by Admiral Samp- | 
son to-day to number from 30,000 to 45,000 
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men, are stretched from Guantanamo to 
Cubanas, a distance of fifty miles, ready 
to concentrate at the point of attack. Starv- 
ing and harassed from the inland by the 
insurgents, the situation of the Spaniards is 
desperate, and naval officers, familiar with 
the situation fully expect terrific fighting 
about Santiago. 

Interviews with army officers on the 
transports show that there is some anxiety 
as to how the men will stand the strain 
if the fighting begins immediately after the 
long inactivity at Tampa and the wearying 
voyage. There is no fear, however, for 
the final result, as the guns of the fleet will 
be of immense assistance to the American 
troops. 


Voyuge of the Transports. 


The progress of the transports from Tam- 
pa to Santiago de Cuba was necessarily 
slow, as two big water barges and the 
schooner Stevens, also used for water, had 
to be towed. When the transport fleet left 


Port Tampa it was the intention of those | 


in authority to take the western course 
around Cape Antonio, but later it was decid- 
ed to go via the Florida Straits, that being 
a shorter distance. After the fleet got into 
the rough waters of the straits the trans- 
ports were formed into three lines about 
1,000 yards apart, while 600 yards separated 
the ships. : 

Throughout the voyage every precaution 
was taken to guard against any possible at- 
tack at night. No lights were allowed on 
the transports, and the gunboats in the di- 
rection of the shore were doubled in num- 
ber, while at frequent intervals shifting 
searchlights swept the waters and the Cu- 
ban shore in search of hostile vessels. No 
signs of the enemy were seen, however. 

The spectacle of transferring the sick

The weather throughout the voyage was 
excellent, and surgeons say the health of 
the men is unexpectedly good. 
and long confinement in the holds of the 
transports told severely on the horses and 
mules, and many of them died during the 
last days of the voyage. 


JOY IN THE CUBAN CAMP.

OFF SANTIAGO DE CUBA, June 20, via 
Kingston, Jamaica, June 21.—Gen. Calixto 
Garcia and the other Cuban officers gave 
Gen. Shafter and Admiral Sampson a hearty 
welcome at Aserradero this afternoon, when 
the American officers, on board the steamer 
Seguranca, visited his headquarters for a 
consultation, 

The Cubans showered blessings upon their 
distinguished visitors for the assistance of 
the United States in the Cuban struggle for 
freedom, and they expressed the conviction 
that victory was at hand and that the power 
of Spain would soon be driven from the 
island by the combined strength of Ameri- 
can and Cuban arms. 

When the first curl of black smoke ap- 
peared on the distant horizon at noon and 
announced the coming of the long-expected 
soldiers, Gen. Garcia himself, with the offi- 
cers of his staff around him, stood on a 
hillside overlooking the sea and gave forth 
expressions of joy as he watched the ap- 
proach of the vessels. The welcome news 
soon spread among his half-fed, half-clothed 
troops, and great shouts arose from the 
dark-skinned veterans, who have spent 
three years in fighting the war of liberty. 
They watched the Seguranca, accompanied 
by the auxiliary gunboat Gloucester, draw 
away from the other vessels and mdke her 
course to the flagship. After she had taken 
Admiral Sampson aboard, they saw her 
heading for shore near their mountain camp. 

The Cubans sent a guard of honor to the 
beach to receive the Seguranca. As soon 
as she came to anchor in the cove Gen. 
Shafter and his staff, including Gen. Lud- 
low, Chief of Engineers, and Admiral Samp- 
son, accompanied by a guard of soldiers, 
went ashore in small boats. They were 
received by the Cubans with all military 
honors, and horses were placed at the dis- 
posal of Gen. Shafter and Admiral Samp- 
son to ride up-the steep trail to Gen, Gar- 
cia’s headquarters. 

The Cuban commander’s tent is a rude 
hut, covered with leaves and containing 
only a meagre camp outfit. Here, after 
words of greeting had been spoken, the 
consultation was held. It lasted several 
hours. Gen. Garcia explained his plans 
fully, told how he had the Spanish Gen- 
eral, Pando, cooped up in Manzanillo, with- 
out the possibility of his being able to co- 
operate with the Spanish troops in Santi- 
ago, and laid before the American officers 
maps showing all the mountain trails lead- 
ing to Santiago from the most convenient 
landing places east and west of the harbor 
entrance. 

Gen. Ludlow, in particular, made a close 
investigation of this subject, and sought 
all the information available with regard 
to the most feasible plans of transporting 
a large body of*troops overland. 


PLANS FOR LANDING TROOPS. 


KINGSTON, Jamaica, June 21.—Gen. Shaf- 
ter and Rear Admiral Sampson had a con- 
ference ashore yesterday with Gen. Garcia, 
commanding the insurgent forces near San- 
tiago de Cuba. The results of Rear Admiral 
Sampson’s investigation of the various pro- 
posed landing places were laid before the 
army officers, but Gen. Shafter was not pre- 
pared to announce a definite selection with- 
out investigating the matter further himself. 

Gen. Garcia gave the Americans assur- 
ances that they need have no fear of con- 
tracting diseases on the southeastern coast 
of Cuba, as the climate there is not unheal-

thy, only extremely hot at this season of ' 
the year. The Cuban General declared that | 


his own troops were ill-fed, and, clothed 
as they were, they were in good health, 
and, therefore, the Americans need not fear 
fevers or other serious ailments. Gen. Shaf- 
ter examined the condition of the Cuban 
soldiers during his visit and was impressed 
with their hardy and soldierly appearance, 
though he recognized the fact that they 
need clothes and provisions, both of which 
were sent to the:n during the day. 

The interview closed with the understand- 
ing on the part of both Generals that 
small bodies of troops are to be land- 
ed at once at several points along the 
coast, where they will be safe from 
any serious attack by the Spaniards 
and will be able to keep the enemy in doubt, 
for the present, as to their ultimate inten- 
tions. Among the troops which will be land- 
ed first are a number of men from the en- 
gineer corps, who will begin work at once 
in preparation for the movement of the 
main body of troops. Gens. Shafter and 
Garcia will consult further to-day. 


Madrid Hears of Shafter’s Arrival. 

MADRID, June 21.—An official dispatch 
from Havana suys that about fifty addition- 
al ships, many of them loaded with troops, 
have appeared off Santiago de Cuba, and 


that a battle is imminent with the Spanish 
forces occupying the coast. 


MORE MEN FOR SHAFTER. 


WASHINGTON, June 21.—In spite of the 
fact that the return of Gen. Miles to Wash- 
ington was largely for the purpose of hur- 
rying forward the second section of the 
Santiago expedition, as well as to get ready 
for the movement on Puerto Rico, the work 
of dispatching troops to Gen: Shafter pro- 
ceeds slowly.

Yale and the Harvard when those vessels 
are ready to sail. It is said that Gen. Gar- 
retson’s brigade, including the Sixth Massa- 
chusetts, tne Sixth Illinois, and the Eighth 
and Ninth Ohio, may go to the same des- 
tination later on, when the two cruisers re- 
turn for a second trip, but this plan, it 
appears, is at least subject to change. 

Supplies for the six regiments moved from 
Mobile to Miami are being hurried to the 
latter point, for the use of the volunteers 
while they await at Miami the movement 
on.

SPANISH FORCE OVERSTATED. 


WASHINGTON, June 21.—The reports 
from Santiago that about 41,000 Spanish 
troops are in and about the city do not 
agree with reliable estimates in the posses- 
sion of the War Department. According 
to the latter figures there are not to exceed 
14,000 Spanish troops at Santiago de Cuba, 
while 100 miles away to the northwest, at 
Holguin, the Spanish corps commander, 
Pando, has 10,000 men. The War Depart- 
ment is satisfied that the Cuban forces un- 
der Garcia can keep Pando from reinforce- 
ing Santiago. Should this not be accom- 
plished, the Spanish forces at Santiago 
would be augmented to about 25,000 men. 
They are well armed, well disciplined, sea- 
soned to the climate, know the fighting 
grounds of that locality, and are probably 


‘as good an all-round fighting force as the 


Spaniards can bring to bear. 

There is no purpose on the part of the 
authorities here to leave Gen. Shafter with 
an inadequate force to meet these seasoned 
Spanish soldiers. It is for this reason that 
such additional troops as the situation 
seems to demand will be sent to strengthen 
Gen. Shafter’s present force, 


BLANCO TO AID LINARES. 


LONDON, June 22.—The Havana corre- 
spondent of The Times says: 

“Gen, Linares, in command in the Prov- 
ince of Santiago de Cuba, telegraphs that 
sixty vessels, supposed to be carrying the 
American expeditionary force, have arrived 
off Santiago de Cuba.

SANTIAGO HEALTH CONDITIONS. 


WASHINGTON, June 21.—Surgeon Gen- 
eral Van Reypen of the Navy Department, 
who to-day expressed his satisfaction at 
the continued good health of the navy, said 
he had sought to impress upon all officers 
who are about to see service at Santiago, 
as he had no doubt would be done by army 
medical officers who have the care of 
troops, that Santiago is about the least 
healthful place in Cuba, and that the great- 
est caution must be observed there as soon 
as the place falls into the possession of the 
United States. 

Dr. Van Reypen says the conditions are 
very like those in Havana, except that the 
regard for cleanliness is not so great. The 
town is the oldest in Cuba, there is no sew- 
erage, dead cats and other carcasses are 
seen in the streets, which are also used as 
latrines, and, as at Havana, the harbor is 
never cleansed. The waste of many centu- 
ries has been washed into it. In view of 
the danger of yellow fever, he thinks that 
our soldiers ought to be prevented from oc- 
cupying the city and required to make their 
camps in the neighboring hill country.

It is expected that the cable will be thrown 
open to the general public to-morrow, sub- 
ject to censorship. 

The first message over the restored cable 
was one from Lieut. Col. Allen to Gen. 
Greely announcing the reopening of commu- 
nication. Gen. Greely immediately directed 
the officer to obtain and forward the earli- 
est possible advices as to the arrival of the 
United States troop transports. Lieut. Col. 
Allen applied to Capt. McCalla, in command 
of the United States naval forces in Guan- 
tanamo Bay. The Captain in turn sent out 
a boat to Admiral Sampson’s squadron, 
which returned with the news that the 
transports had arrived safely, and were 
lying off Santiago, and that at the moment 
of the report Gen. Shafter, commanding the 
military expedition, was on board the flag- 
ship New York consulting with Admiral 
Sampson respecting the landing of the 
troops. 

Not a Military Cable. 


In connection with the reopening of ca- 
ble communication between this country and 
Guantanamo the explanation is made at the 
Signal Office of the army that the cable Is 
reopened not as a military line, but strictly 
as a private line operated and controlled by 
the French Cable Company, subject only 
to the military censorship of the United 
States. The Government will have no spe- 
cial privileges on the line. When it desires 
to send messages to or from the army and 
the fleet before Santiago, it will have to 
pay the usual rates to the cable company 
and its business will be handled as that of 
private persons. The line will be open for 
the forwarding of commercial messages to 
and from Santiago as soon as it is restored 
to that point, and it will be the duty of the 
censor to prevent anything prejudicial to 
American interests from passing over it. 

The cable, being owned by a neutral cor- 
poration and passing through neutral ter- 
ritory, could not be seized without involv- 
ing a violation of the neutrality laws. It 
therefore has not been seized, but, after 
having cut it in Spanish waters, as they 
had a right to do, the American authorities 
have agreed to allow the company to re- 
pair and operate it under their supervision. 
That supervision being an exercise of “‘ force 
majeure,” no violation of neutrality is com- 
mitted by the French Company in consent- 
ing to yield to it. When this arrangement 
is consummated the situation at Santiago 
as regards cable communication will be ex- 
actly the same as that of Havana as re- 
gards the Key West cable, which has been 
operated since the war began under Ameri- 
can censorship. 


GALVEZ’S HOPES FOR SPAIN. 


President of the Autonomist Cabinet 
Would Rather See the Heavens 
Fall than an Invasion. 


HAVANA, June 21.—Sefior Galvez, Presi- 
dent of the Colonial Cabinet, has closed the 
Gebates in the chamber with a message to 
the Deputies, in which he repeated that he 
did not wish to see autonomy established 
for Cubans or for Spaniards, but for all the 
inhabitants of the Island of Cuba. 

Continuing, the President paid a tribute to 
the efforts of Capt. Gen. Blanco under the 
existing circumstances, and pointed out 
that the public offices had been divided be- 
tween the Cubans and Spaniards. He con- 
cluded by saying: 

**Let the sky fall flat and sink us in an

THE CORTES MAY SUSPEND. 


Sagasta Ministry Likely to be Suc- 
ceeded by a More Energetio 
Government. 


_ MADRID, June 21.—There are rumors 
current here to-day that the Cortes may 
Suspend its sessions during the coming 
week, when Sefior Puigcerver, the Minister 
of Finance, will resign, in which event it 
is thought the Premier, Sefior Sagasta, will 
be compelled to submit to the Queen Regent 
a@ question of confidence in the Ministry. 
It is possible, therefore, that Sefior Sagasta 
will resign, in which case, it is added, a na- 
tional Government pledged to the most en- 
ergetic course will succeed his Ministry. 

The Chamber of Deputies to-day has had 
under consideration the Republican pro- 
posal to establish general obligatory mili- 
tary service and to abolish substitutes. 
Sefior Sarasta declined to give his consent 
to a discussion of the Government’s inter- 
national policy. 

In the Senate Sefior Puigcerver,; Minister 
of Finance, denied that the tobacco monop- 
Oly would be unable to pay this year’s rent 
of 96,000,000 pesetas, though he admitted 
that at the present moment the monopoly 
is losing money. 


THE .MENACE OF DON CARLOS. 


Not Dangerous So Long as the Present 
Dynasty Is Supported. 


LONDON, June 21.—The Madrid corre- 
spondent of The Standard says: 

“Nobody except his followers believes 
that Dor Carlos can do more than to dis- 
turb the peace of the realm and to aggra- 
vate the difficulties of Spanish finance so 
long as the present monarchy and dynasty 
are supported by the army, the navy, and 
a majority of Spaniards; but undoubtedly 
he might become a powerful adversary to 
any other régime sprung upon the country 
by revolutionary parties, as, unfortunately, 
the reorganization of the Carlist forces all 
over the peninsula has been too much ig- 
nored by the Madrid Governments of the 
last twenty years.” 


CADIZ FLEET BACK IN PORT. 


The Vitoria Reported to Have Broken 
Down, Owing to Past Neglect 
of Her Machinery. 


WASHINGTON, June 21.—The State De- 
partment to-day received a dispatch from 
a reliable authority in Marseilles, France, 
saying that positive information had been 
received there that the Cadiz fleet had re- 
turned to Cadiz with one of its most for- 
midable ships, the Vitoria, disabled and in 
tow of one of the other ships. 

The Vitoria is one of the broadside ships 
of the Spanish Navy, being very similar 
in that respect to the Numancia, another 
vessel of the squadron. She has no tur- 
rets, but, like the old style of iromnclads, 
has her guns mounted broadside behind a 
citadel of heavy iron. She has been laid 
up for many years at Cadiz, and it is pre- 
sumed that the hasty repairs made to pre- 
pare her for active service were not ex- 
tensive enough to make good the damage 
sustained by her machinery through neg- 
lect. 


Spain Improving Her Defenses. 


GIBRALTAR, June 21.—Spanish engineers 
and infantry are constructing roads from 
Algeciras, on the west side of the Bay of 
Gibraltar, to Cabritta Point, where fortifi- 
cations will be erected.

CHINA BARS OUR WARSHIP 


She Orders the Zafiro to Leave 
Her Waters Without Mails or 
Cargo of Any Kind. 


ITS RIGHT TO STAY IGNORED 


Americans at Hongkong Declare We 
Must Have a Naval Base in 
the East, If We Take 
It by Force, 


LONDON, June 22.—The Hongkong corre- 
spondent of The Daily Mail, telegraphing 
Tuesday, says: 

“‘In accordance with instructions from his 
Government, the Collector of Chinese Cus- 
toms here last night ordered the United 
States troopship Zairo, just arrived from 
Manila, to leave Chinese waters immedi- 
ately. He refused to allow the vessel to 
take mails or cargo of any kind. 

“It is thought that this action was in vio- 
lation of international law, as the Zafiro 
was entitled to stay twenty-four hours in 
order to ship the necessary stores. To avoid 
unpleasantness, the Captain of.the Zafiro 
removed to British waters, and will return 
to Manila to-night instead of to-morrow. 

“‘ Americans here declare that they must 
have a naval base in the East, and that, if 
they cannot gei one by peaceful methods, 
they must take one by force.” 


NO CONCERN FELT FOR DEWEY. - 


Navy Officials Think the Charleston 
Is at Manila by This Time 
with Troops. 


waSHINGTON, June 21.—The officials of 
the Navy Department were not deeply con- 
cerned to-day over the report from Hong- 
kong that the Chinese authorities had or- 
dered the dispatch boat Zafiro out of Chi- 
nese waters without allowing her to, take 
supplies to Admiral Dewey. 

The reason for this unconcern was a con- 
viction that the cruiser Charleston and 
three big transports have already reached 
Manila carrying a large quantity of just 
such supplies as the American fleet there 
would most require. Then, too, it was felt 
that the Zafiro had already been treated 
with consideration, and had probably ob- 
tained all the privileges to which she was 
entitled in Chinese waters. It was said 
at the Navy Department that nothing had 
been heard from the Admiral himself since 
a dispatch received from Hongkong the 
day before yesterday, brought to that port 
by the Zafiro. 

As the dispatch boat left Admiral Dewey 
about Thursday last at the latest, she could, 
of course, bring no news of the arrival of 
these transports. She did bring, however, 
news of the great success attending the 
insurgents’ arms, and notice of what was 
being done toward forming a provisional 
Government by the insurgents under 
Aguinaldo. From the reception accorded 
this news, it would seem that the offi- 
cials here see in it no cause for appre- 
hending a disturbance of the plans framed 
for the government of Gen. Merritt when 
he assumes military’ command over the 
Philippines. Therefore, it is only fair to 
assume that Aguinaldo is proceeding in per- 
fect harmony with Admiral Dewey, who in 
turn has received notice of the Navy De- 
partment’s intentions respecting the Philip- 
pines. 


MERRITT DECIDES TO SAIL. 


He Will Leave San Francisco with the 
Third Expedition for Manila 
This Week. 


WASHINGTON, June 21.—The expectation 
at the War Department is that the third 
expedition to Manila will get away from 
San Francisco not later than Saturday of 
this week. It is settled that Major Gen. 
Merritt will accompany this expedition, 
though the authorities here decline to offi- 
cially confirm the statement to that effect 
telegraphed from San Francisco. 

The fact that Gen. Merritt has decided te 
sail for the Philippines without waiting for 
the last of his army to get away is con- 
strued here as indicating that he has gotten 
all the troops he wants or expects to get, 
and that he has everything in shape for 
the last section of his force to follow aa 
promptly as the ships can be secured to 
convey them. 

Gen. Merritt’s decision to proceed in per- 
son to the Philippines is accepted as indi- 
cating that he feels that with the troops 
he will take with him and the 6,000 that 
have gone on before he will have enough 
men to begin offensive operations with. It is 
hardly thought,that the troops sent in the 
first and second expeditions will do any 
more fighting than is absolutely necessary 
before the arrival of the commander in 
chief of the expedition. Their mere pres- 
ence will have a quieting effect on the 
strained situation at Manila, it is pointed 
out, and it is considered unlikely that they 
will do more than police duty at first. 

Preparations for the third expedition are 
going forward rapidly, and it is probable 
the ships will be in sailing order by Satur- 
day. 

Under orders from Gen. Merritt, a board 
of army doctors examined the Pacific Mail 
steamship Newport, which arrived last 
Saturday from Panama, with the view of 
the vessel being fitted up as a hospital ship 
for the Philippine expedition. 

The Monadnock arrived in the harbor this 
afternoon from Mare Island. Her consort, 
the Nero, has been coaled and will be ready 
for sea within a few days. It is believed 
these vessels will accompany the next ex~- 
pedition. 


SICKNESS AT CAMP MERRITT, 


Diphtheria and Cerebro-Spinal Men-«- 
ingitis Among the Troops. 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 21.—The devel- 
opment of diphtheria and cerebro-spinal 
meningitis at Camp Merritt is causing con- 
siderable alarm. There are also a number 
of cases of pneumonia in the hospital. Ar- 
rangements are being made to send a 600- 
bed field hospital to the Philippines under 
charge of Major W. O. Owen. 


BOSTON’S CAPTAIN WRITES. 


He Says the Victory at Manila Was a 
Fair Stand-Up Fight. 


PORTLAND, June 21.—A letter from 
Capt. Frank Wildes of the cruiser Boston 
has been received by the President of the 
Cumberland Club in this city in response 
to a congratulatory telegram sent by the 
club upon receipt of the news of the Manila 
victory. It was written May 11, and is as 
follows: 

“The club’s telegram to Dewey, Wildes, 
and Dyer has been received by the first two,

for 300 years.’

MORET BLAMES THE YANKEES. 


MADRID, June 21—Midnight.—In the 
Chamber to-day, during the debate on the 
Philippines, Senor Moret, former Secretary 
for the Colonies, accepted the responsibility 
for the Biacnabato treaty, which Marshal 


Primo de Rivera negotiated while’ Captain 
General. He declared that the treaty con- 
tained no secret conditions, Gen, de Rivera 





having rejected the rebel proposals and 
having only promised olitical reforms 
when the islands should be pacified, 


Senor Moret maintained that the peace 
thereby attained was effective, declaring 
that ‘‘the new rebellion is wholly due to 
the base’conduct of the Yankees.”

CUNNINGHAM MURDER TRIAL. 


Witmesses Testify that Farrell Was 
Talking to the Girl on the Morn- 
ing of the Crime. 


The trial of Francis P. Farrell, accused of 
the murder by strangling of thirteen-year- 
old Mamie Cunningham on Decoration Day, 
two years ago, was resumed yesterday 
morning before Recorder Goff and a jury 
in Part I. of the Court of General Sessions. 
The girl was found dead in a rear room at 
her home, 315 East Thirty-seventh Street, 
and on circumstantial evidence Farrell was 
indicted for the crime. Assistant District 


ttorney Osborne is conducting the prose- 
cution, and Stephen J. O’Hare appears for 
the defen-e. 

The widowed mother of the victim was 
the first witness recalled yesterday. She 
said she accused Farrell partly on account 
of what she had heard and because she 
felt.in her heart that he had committed the 
deed. He had been an intimate friend of 
her son, and had been hanging around her 
house for months. 

Catherine C. Gordon, sixteen years old, of 
815 East Thirty-seventh Street, told of hav- 
ing seen Mamie Cunningham and Farrell in 
the hall at 10:30 o’clock on the morning of 
the murder. Farrell was sitting on the ban- 
nisters talking to Mamie, who was scrub- 
bing the floor. 

Sarah McMackin, an inmate of the house 
815 East Thirty-seventh Street, testified that 
she had also seen the Cunningham girl and 
Farrell talking together on the morning of 
the crime. 

Other witnesses testified to various con- 
versations held with Farrell after the mur- 
der, but which had little bearing on the 
case. 2 

The evening session of the court was 
largely taken up with the redirect and 
cross-examination of Detective James Mc- 
Cafferty, who arrested the prisoner, and 
who is the principal witness for the People. 
The witness stated that after the murder 
he, representing himself as a man who 
could secure for Farrell a position on the 
police force, held a long conversation with 
him during which the witness mentioned the 
Cunningham murder, whereupon Farrell be- 
came so excited that “‘ his feet rattled on 
the floor like a drum roll.’ 

In answer to Lawyer O’Hare’s questions 
McCafferty related how, after Farrell's ar- 
rest, he was taken immediately to the 
home of the dead girl and placed in front 
of the shrine of the Virgin, where an ait- 
tempt was made to obtain a oonfession from 
him. Witness denied that the detectives 
struck the prisoner or tied the towel used 
to strangle the girl about his neck. 

The trial will be continued to-day.

EUROPE’S PLANS FOR PEACE 


Lively Correspondence Between 
the Chancelleries on the 
Subject. 


FRANCE AND RUSSIA LEADING 


This Explains the Desire of Presient 
Faure to Retain M. Hanotaux 
in Charge of the Paris 
Foreign Office. 














LONDON, June 21.—The correspondent at 
Paris of The Pall Mall Gazette telegraphs 
this afternoon that he learns from an au- 
thoritative source, in spite of denials, that 
the question of negotiating peace between 
the United States and Spain has been for 
some days the subject of lively correspond- 
ence between the Chancelleries. He adds 
that some of the Ambassadors in Paris 
were instructed yesterday to remain on the 
alert and in readiness. Tne correspondent 
further says it is expected that an event 
of importance in opening negotiations with 
the United States and Spain will occur with- 
in a few days. ‘ 

M. Hanotaux, the French Minister for 
Foreign Affairs in the Mé6line Cabinet, 
backed by the Czar, has, it seems, been 
the principal promoter of the peace nego- 
tiations, “‘ hence President Faure’s desire 
to retain M. Hanotaux in the Foreign Of- 
fice.”’ 





SPANISH PLEA FOR PEACE. 


A Barcelona Paper Concedes that the 
Situation Is Hopeless. 


LONDON, June 22—The Madrid corres- 
pondent of The Times says: 

“El Diario De Barcelona, one of the most 
important of the provincial newspapers, 
strongly urges the immediate conclusion of 
peace, ‘because every day’s delay raises 


the price at which peace is obtainable and 
the American resources are such that, even 
if all the American squadrons were @e- 
stroyed, Spain ought still to demand peace 
at any price.’ 

“El Correo and El Epoca ‘reproduce the 
article without indorsing it.” 





MADRID, June 21.—The Ministerial El 
Correo. without openly championing peace, 
which avould be considered unpatriotic, calls 
attention to the injury the war is causing 
trade and industry, especially in the Catalan 
districts, where the factories are closed or 
running on half time. It also points out that 
the Government’s decision to pay the ex- 
terior coupons and the interest ,on Cuban 
bonds in pesetas will leave the Treasury no 
reBource except to increase taxation. 





THE RED CROSS SOCIETY. 


Storehouse Placed at Its Disposal by 
Col. Astor—Committee Meeting. 


The use of the large storehouse, 552 
Broadway, has been given to the Red Cross 
Society by Col. John Jacob Astor, and yes- 
terday the society took formal possession 
of the building. 

Twelve of the thirteen members of the 
Red Cross Relief Executive Committee, in- 
cluding August Belmont, met at the Cham- 
ber of Commerce yesterday afternoon. 
Cleveland H. Dodge, Chairman of the Sup- 
ply Committee, announced that he would 
appoint an agent to superintend the pur- 
chasing of supplies. The supplies will be 
stored at the headquarters on Broadway 
until they are sent to the Southern camps 
or to the soldiers in Cuba, 

Additional powers were granted to a sub- 
committee consisting of Messrs. Schwab, 
Robinson, and Wardwell, in order to avoid 
the necessity of so many meetings of the 
Executive Committee. The full committee 
will meet each Wednesday afternoon here- 
after. 

It was announced that the difficulty con- 
cerning the gift of 25,000f. from France had 
been adjusted. 

Seven hundred and seventy dollars and 
seventy-tive cents was received yesterday 
by the society. Among those that contrib- 
uted were: Frederick D. Tappen, $250; Aux- 
iliary 15, Flushing, $200; William R. Sands, 
$100; S. Oppenheimer and Levy, $50; Charles

The Women’s War Relief Committee. 


The Women’s War Relief Committee has 
received full authority from the American 
Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Family Protective As- 
sociation to take charge of all destitute 
cases coming under its notice. Yesterday 
six new cases, were reported, and on in- 
vestigation were found to be authentic. The 
families will be immediately cared for. In 
the majority of cases discovered, the des- 
titute are in good health, but are behind 
in rent and are threatened with disposses- 
sion. While back rent cannot be 7 by 


the nomety. the future welfare of the fam- 
ilies will be assured. 


PRIZE STEAMER PANAMA SOLD. 


Acquired at Auction by Agents of the 
Government for $41,000, 


The Spanish: steamship Panama, which 
was captured by the lighthouse tender Man- 
grove while bound for Havana on April 
25, was sold at auction at Pier 20 East River 
yesterday afternoon, and was purchased by 
the Government for $41,000. The purchase 
was regarded as a remarkable bargain, as 
insurance men had estimated the value of 
the Panama at $100,000. 

About 200 persons gathered on the pier 
to attend the sale, which was conducted 
under the direction of United States Mar- 
shal Horr of Key West, by Burdett & Den- 
nis, auctioneers. : 

The firm of Macy & Dunham represented 
the Government. The first offer was $5,000. 
This was raised to $25,000 by a Water Street 
coffee broker, and from that figure the 
bids increased by raises of $1,000 up to $41,- 
000, when the vessel was knocked down to 
the Government. The bidding lasted for 
but fifteen minutes. After the sale a mem- 


ber of the auction firm said that the figure 
brought was $6,000 more than he had ex- 
ected. The Government has paid as much, 
owever, for tugboats. 

There were a great many shipping men 
and a few naval officers from the navy yard 
at the sale, and, while representatives of J. 
M. Ceballos & Co., agents of the former 
owners, the Spanish Line, were present, 
they did not bid. 

The Panama belonged to the naval reserve 
of Spain, and plied between this port and 
Cuba and Mexico. In command of Capt. 
Quevedo she left New York for Havana 
laden with a cargo of provisions which was 
believed to be for the Spanish Army. She 
was captured April 25 by the Mangrove, and 
as the battleship Indiana came up after the 
lighthpuse tender had fired her first shot, 
her officers also are entitled to a part of the 
prize money,’ . 

The Panama had a crew of 72 men and 29 
passengers when captured. She was taken 
to Key West and subsequently brought here, 
where passengers and crew were permitted 
to Fo to Spain. . 

The Panama is a barkentine-rigged, sin- 
gle-screw iron vessel, built at Glasgow in 
1875. She is 331.4 feet long, 34 feet beam, 
24 feet deep, and of 1,347 net tonnage and 
2.085 gross tonnage. She will go to the 
navy yard, and while she may be fitted as a 
transport, it has also been said that she 
will be equipped as a quarantine vessel. 





THE PANAMA’S CARGO. 


French Ambassador Presents Proofs 
of Neutral Ownership. 


WASHINGTON, June 21—The French 
Ambassador, M. Cambon, called at the 
State Department to-day and presented the 
proofs as to neutral ownership of the car- 
goes on board the Spanish prize Panama 


and. one other Spanish ship, taken by Ad- 
miral Sampson's fleet soon after the war 


began. 

The prize court allowed sixty days for the 
presentation of proof of this neutral own- 
ership. It is understood that the Ambas- 
sador’s course is due solely to the desire 
to give the prize court the fullest informa- 
tion on, the subject, and is not in the nature 
of a protest or a questioning of the jurisdic- 
tion of the prize court.

which is now at Santiago. He says that the 
Solace keeps the sick bays of the fleet 
empty. She makes a daily trip about the 
fleet, picking up such sick cases as need 
the mdst careful attention. When the ac- 
commodations of the Solace are crowded, 
She will bring the wounded and invalids 
North and return to the scene of operations. 
So far as possible this course will be pur- 
sued all through the Summer, and every 
sick man will be transferred as soon as possi- 
ble to a Northern hospital for convalescence. 
The President has manifested great interest 
and satisfaction in the Solace. She is the 
first experiment of the kind, and representa- 
tives of foreign Governments have called at 
the office of the Surgeon General to examine 
the plans of the ship and to hear of the 
metkods adopted for putting the comforts 
and conveniences of the naval ambulance 
into use, 

Dr. Van Reypen says that while it is very 
hot at Santiago during the day, the nights 
are apt to be very cool and refreshing. The 
men on the warships are permitted to sleep 
on deck. They are five or six ‘miles from 
shore, and there is no danger of malaria. 








DODGING SHELLS AT SANTIAGO. 





A Bombardment Described by the 
Chief Machinist of the Marblehead. 


Monroe L. Biggs of Greenport, the com- 
mander of the schooner yacht Viking, 
owned by ex-Commodore James Smith of 
the New York Yacht Club, received a let- 
ter on Monday evening from his son, Joel 
T. Biggs. chief machinist of the Marble- 
head. It is dated Guantanamo, June 8, and 
describes a fight at Santiago. 

“I think,” says young Biggs, “ the great- 
est sight that ever was seen was the bom- 
bardment of the fort and the guns of San- 
tiago de Cuba. The hills where the guns 
were are 205 feet high. We formed a half 
circle with the ships, so we could all shoot 
at the same time. Nine ships altogether 
opened fire at a range of 6,000\yards. They 
answered, and the shells did fly! They 
had the best of us, shooting down hill. They 
had some big guns, and their shells made 
us duck lots of times. It was a fine sight 
to see our shells tear up the hills, 

“When a shot was coming our way the 
officers on the bridge would sing out, ‘ Low 
bridge!’ and we would drop on the deck. 
Some would come over us that we could not 
see, but we knew that they were near by 
when we heard them hiss, 

** All of us who could be spared from be- 
low were o1 deck, and those who were on 
watch below were relieved now and then, 
so that they could come up and see the 
fight. Some, however, did not want to come 
up, for they thought it safer below. 

“It commenced to rain soon after the 
firing started, and it did not stop until we 
had finished. Every time they would fire 
from the hill, our fleet would train all their 
gung on that spot, and then the dirt would 
fiv. 

“Monday night at 12 o’clock we started 
for Guantanamo, and with us were the Yan- 
kee and St. Louis. We arrived at 5 o’clock 
Tuesday to cut cables. The St. Louis lay 
outside while we went inside to look out 
for the gunboats. The St, Louis drove a 
Spanish gunboat away before we got in the 
harbor, and another gunboat ran out and 
fired a broadside at us. We returned the 
fire, and she’ went up the river as fast as 
she could fly. We lay in the harbor all day. 
There were three gunboats in there, but 
they did not dare come out, That its the 
worst of this war, we never can get at 
them. 

“The Marblehead quitted the harbor at 
5:30, leaving the auxiliary cruisers there. 
When we got away the gunboat came out 
and opened fire on the Yankee, but the 
Yankee has five-inch guns, and I guess by 
the firing she made she can take care of 
herself all right.”’ 





A Tablet in Memory of Dr. Gibbs. 


NEW BRUNSWICK, N. J., June 21.—The 
class of ’78 of Rutgers College celebrated its 
twentieth anniversary last night. The class 
insigna was draped in mourning as a mark 
of respect to Dr. John Blair Gibbs, a mem- 
ber of the class who was killed at Guanta- 
namo.

FIRE IN COLGATE’S FAOTORY. 





Damaged to the Extent of $40,000 in 
Jersey City. 


Four buildings used for the storage of 
raw tallow and forming the larger part of 
the soap factory of Colgate & Co., at Grand 
and Hudson Streets, Jersey City, were de- 
stroyed by fire last night. Six sheet-iron, 
tanks, 40 feet high and 20 feet in diameter 
and about a dozen smaller ones ranging in 
size from 10 by 5 to 25 by 15, all filled nearly 
to the brim with tallow, are also a total 
loss. 

The fire started shortly before 11 o’clock, 
near a chimney on the roof of the three- 
story building 50 Grand Street, 

The roofs of all four buildings caved in 
about midnight, but two flags hoisted on

SPLIT IN SEVENTH REGIMENT 


Announcement that It Will Not Be 
Called Upon to Volunteer Causes 
Dissatisfaction — A Bolt from the 

Ranks Threatened, It Is Said. 








The announcement by Gov. Black that he 
will not call om the Seventh Regiment to 
volunteer for service at the front has di- 
vided the regiment into two factions. One 
is composed of those who are perfectly sat- 
isfied to stay at home, and take the ground 
that the Seventh has not rushed at con- 
clusions, that it has a mind and will of 
its own, and is strong enough to stand all 
the odium or adverse comment that its ac- 
tion may call down on it. The other, which 
it is said represents the majority of the 
members, is made up of those who for the 
good name of the regiment, and, prompted 
by their own feelings, wanted to go to the 
aid of their country. 

Among this latter faction, it was said last 
night, the feeling is growing daily stronger 
that the regiment was ill advised when it 
was told not to volunteer, and that no mat- 
ter what the causes leading up to their re- 
fusal were the public cannot be made to 
look at the matter in any other than an un- 
favorable light. The statement of the Gov- 
ernor that a command like the Seventh is 
needed for home defense is not taken as a 
true reflex of the feeling of the Executive, 
but rather as an easy way in which to let 
the regiment down, and as an effort to in- 
fluence public opinion in its favor. 

The members who hold these views say 
they are perfectly aware that there woulds 
have been a row of large proportions had 
the Seventh been called and the provisional 
regiments, formed under the promise that 
they would get the first chance to volunteer, 
been left behind. So strong has the feeling 
become that the Seventh is the victim of 
bad advice that many of the malcontents 
said last night that it would be to the in- 
terest of ths regiment were Col Appleton 
and the others who advised against vol- 


unteering to resign, and thus make the way 
clear to a reorganization of the command. 


in “Too Much Law.” 


One of the members, voicing his own sen- 
timents and those of his friends, said that 
the regiment was a victim of too much 
law. The legal lights, he said, had gone 
over the subject of the regiment’s relation 
to its armory in the case of volunteering, 
and had given opinions that everything 
would be lost to the men if they went out 
in any other way than as the Seventh Regi- 
ment. This was the lever used to sway the 
men, and they, not knowing the storm their 
pote would raise, allowed themselves to 

e led. 

It is positively stated that the regiment is’ 
confronted with the possibility of a general 
bolt from the ranks. The influence of the 
officers, which hitherto has always been 
strong enough to keep the men in line, ig is 
feared, will not now suffice to restrain fhem, 
Not iy 4 are many of the men anxious to 
get to the front, but they at the same time 
desire to escape from the odium which they 
feel has attached to the regiment as a 
whole on account of its course. 

The same two factions are divided over 
what the result would be of such a whole- 
sale defection, The first claims that there 
are plenty of men of the class now in the 
regiment who are anxious to join and re- 
cruit the command up ¢o its normal 
strength. On the other hand, the other 
faction holds that few men would be found 
to join the organization. 

On Monday night Col. Appleton said he 
would not be interviewed because he would 
not believe anything until it came to him in 
an official capacity. Last night he staid 
away from the armory altogether, as did 
Lieut. Col. Kipp, Capts. Lydecker and Fisk, 
and nearly every one of the officers who are 
alleged to be ae for the present 
state of affairs. any privates were there, 
however, and manifested great dissatisfac- 
tion when they found that no explanation 
of the situation was to be vouchsafed. 


At the Other Armories,

The 
One Hundred and Twelfth is in the same 
condition of readiness, equipment for 650 
men being on hand, and the regiment is 
hourly expect ng a call. 

Benkard yesterday sent twenty-six 
recruits for the Twelfth to Chickamauga, 
and other squads will go daily until “the 
requisite number is obtained. 

Lieut. Col. Seiter was in the city yester- 
day.

To-nignt 
the One Hundred and Ninth Regiment will 
be mustered into the State service at the 
armory. There are now ten companies of 
641 men, and the equipment will be on hand 
in a few days.

Volunteers Fight a Powder Mill Fire,

Smuggling of Supplies at Batabano to 
be Stopped After the Fall 
of Santiago. 


WASHINGTON, June 21.—The Washing- 
ton Post to-morrow will publish the follow- 
ing: 

The Spanish Government is endeavoring 
to prove to the European powers that the 
blockade of Cuba is ineffective. Naval offi- 
cers in Washington yesterday ‘discussed 
with no small amount of interest the pub- 
lished statements that supplies were being 
smuggled into’Cuba in large quantities. 

Secretary Long, in speaking of these re- 
ports to s. representative of The Post, point- 
ed out that the President’s proclamation 
did not propose a blockade,of the entire 
Cuban coast, but only of certain ports, 
among them Havana and Cienfuegos. 

“‘These ports,” said the Secretary, “ are 
effectively blockaded. I am confident that 
no ships have been able to enter Havana, 
even while the larger vessels of our navy 
have been at Santiago, unless, perhaps, a 
few small schooners may have slipped in at 
midnight. The blockade of Havana is as 
tight as wax. I am also sute that the en- 
trance to the harbor of Cienfuegos is abso- 
lutely closed. 

“Probably at other placees along the 
coast some small vessels have been able 
to run in and out, but, as I have stated, 
there are small towns against which a 
blockade has never been proclaimed. I 
am certain that Spain has no ground upon 
which to appeal to the powers against 
the effectiveness of our blockade.”’ 

The present headquarters of the Spanish 
smugglers seem to be the town of Bata- 
bano, directly across the island from Ha- 
vana and north of the Iale of Pines. The 


Navy Department, now that the methods 
of the Spdniards in utilizing this town have 
been exposed, will give the place some at- 


tention, and it is ossible that a proclama- 
tion will be issue by the President block- 
ading it. 


As soon as the campaign agaihst Santi- 
ago has been concluded, so that vessels can 
be withdrawn from that point, several 
ships will be stationed off Batabano to 
break up the Spaniards’ little game. It is 
nat believed, however, that the smuggling 
of supplies to Gen, Blanco has reached the 
extent indicated in the dispatches, 


A Santa Clara Town Bombarded. 


MADRID, June 22—1 A. M.—An official 
dispatch from Havana says: 

“An American vessel bombarded the 
town of Casilda, Province of Santa Clara, 
about five miles south of Trinidad, with 
which it is connected by rail, for three 
hours. She fired 150 big shells. The troops

WAR NEWS FROM HAVANA, 








Spanish Stories of Encounters with 


Our Troops and Insurgents, 


HAVANA, June 21.—Friday morning last 
the United States battleship Texas, it is 
announced, endeavored to cover the land- 
ing of an American force at Punta Cabrera, 
Province of Santiago de Cuba, but, the offi- 
cial report adds, the Americans were re- 
pulsed by the Spanish troops under Col. 
Aldea, with the loss of several men. The 
firing, it is asserted, lasted half an hour. 

It is announced at the palace that a Span- 
ish guerrilla force was engaged with’a body 
of insurgents near the railroad at Dagame, 
Province of Havana. The insurgents, it ap- 
pears, exploded a dynamite bomb, and the 
guerrillas captured another and similar 


bomb before it could be exploded, after 
which the insurgents are said to have re- 
tired with losses. The Spaniards had three 
men wounded. 

Another palace announcement sets forth 
that six Spanish sailors recently pespeteas 
an American camp near Cayo Piédra, not 
far from Cardenas, Province of Matanzas, 
capturing the “ kitchen utensils and pro- 
visions.’’ But, it seems, ‘“‘ other Americans 
appeared,”’ fired on the Spaniards, and pur- 
sued them until they reached the Spanish 
gunboat Diego, which was struck by a Mau- 
ser bullet. 


REFUGEES FROM HAVANA HERE. 


Cuban Capital Strongly Fortified, They 
Say—British Consul Criticised—Tal- 
, bot Chased by American Tug. 


A number of British subjects and Cubans 
who recently left Havana on the British 
cruiser Talbot arrived here from Kingston, 
Jamaica, yesterday on the Atlas Line steam- 
er Altai. 

A young Englishman among the passen- 
gers, who declined to give his name, said 
that at the time of his leaving Havana, two 
weeks ago, there was plenty of provisions 
in the city, but on account of the blockade 
the merchants were extorting prices above 
the means of the poorer people, who were 
in consequence suffering from extreme pri- 
vation. All Cubans in Havana opposed to 
Spanish rule who had been unable to leave 
the island had endeavored to sneak into the 
country to take their chances of getting a 
living in the fields and to share the fortunes 
of the insurgents who are crowding in 
toward the lines of fortifications about the 
city. 

Of the fortifications of Havana, the young 





- Englishman said: ‘‘ Havana is to-day much 


better protected than at the time of the 
declaration of war. Had the United State’ 
followed up its ultimatum by a dash and a 
fierce bombardment of the forts at the en- 


trance to the harbor, the city would have 
quickly surrendered. But not a moment in 
the delay that has taken place has Been 
lost by Blanco. Night and day the soldiers 
are at work mounting new guns, placing 
mines or constructing earthworks along the 
shore and back in the country. 

“Blanco has a large force at his com- 
mand, regulars and volunteers, which can 
roughly be estimated at 125,000 men, Un- 
less the Spaniards Pag) ha to be abject cow- 
ards, the taking of Havana must now be 
attended with great sacrifice.’ 

The same passenger said that there are 
still hundreds of Americans in Havana, and 
that although the British Consul General 
is supposed to look after their interests, 
they had not been assisted in getting away. 
He related-an experience of his own: 

“I pleaded with the British Consul,” said 
he, “‘to permit an American friend, whose 
name was Carpenter, to leave with me on 
the Talbot, but he would not consent. He 
said that no American could go on the Tal- 
bot. It struck me as yey Bocas. there- 
fore, that he put severa panish officers 
aboard. One of these was Commandante 
Ramon Mendez, who had been the military 
censor in Havana. 

* Although an Englishman myself, I con- 
sider it my duty to let the world know how 
unfair the representative of her Majesty’s 
Government and the delegated representa- 
tive of the United States has acted in the 
case of Carpenter and other citizens of the 
United States in the beleagured city.” 

When the Talbot left Havana she was 
mistaken by an American armed tug for a 
Spanish warship and chased and fired upon 
before her identity was discovered. The 


“English officers were greatly amused, and 


thought it a pretty plucky piece of business 
for a tug to chase a warship. 

Samuel P. Smeeton, Registrar General of 
Jamaica, who also came on the Altal, said 
that there are about 3,000 Cuban refugees 
now at Kingston.

Message from Hanna, 


The convention was called to order at 4 
o'clock by H. M. Daugherty, Chairmanof the 
retiring State Republican Committee. Af- 
ter making a short address Mr. Daugherty

Washington, June 20. 
To the Hon. H. M. Daughefty, Chairman, Co- 
lumbus, Ohio: 

I sincerely regret that my duties here will pre- 
vent my acceptance of the honor to preside at 
the State Gonvention on the 2ist inst. It is a 
great disappointment to me, and I amy only rec- 
onciled by the consciousness that I am better 
serving my party by remaining at my post in 
Washington. 

I am with you in spirit, and offer as my key- 
note ‘‘ Republicanism in its broadest, truest 
sense, devotion to principles and loyalty to party 
organization, and the Administration of President 
McKinley as a fulfillment of our pledges to the 
American people and a guarantee of the future 
prosperity of our country.”’

In offering my regrets to the convention, please 
convey to the Republicans of Ohio my highest 
appreciation of the compliment and honor they 
have paid me and the desire I have to always 
merit their confidence and respect. Believing 
that wisdom and good judgment will control their 
deliberations and with best wishes,, I remain 
sincerely yours. M. A. “HANNA. 

Mr. Dougherty then introduced as the 
temporary Chairman Congressman Grosve- 
nor. Mr. Grosvenor, in the course of the 
address he made on taking the chair, said: 

“There came to the Administration of 
William McKinley a responsibility never 
dreamed of when he was elected President.

“They were willing to demand that the 
President should send his army and his 
ships to bombard Havana, but when they 
have been asked to raise the money to 
carry on the war, all but six of them in the 
House and all but eight of, them in the 
Senate voted ‘No’ upon every proposition.

“When the time came for war, when it 
was discovered that the diplomacy of a 
great Christian nation could not rescue us” 
from war; when it was decided that both 
upon moral and material rounds war 
against Spanish dominion in Cuba was the 
demand of patriotism; when it became set- 
tled that the great issue was either the 
suffering human:ty, the unparalleled out- 
rages in Cuba, or the stern determination 
to drive the Spanish flag off this hemis- 
phere—not off Cuba alone, but off the West- 
ern Hemisphere [cheering]—when that time 
was reached, and when we were ready to 
go before the bar of the civilized world and 
say ‘ We are right now,’ there was no hes- 
itation afterward by the Administration. 
And the people of this country, when they 
come to know all there is of it will crown 
William McKinley with honor for what he 
did not do, as they will crown him with 
double honor for what he has done, [En- 
thusiastic applause.] 


The War Up to Date. 


“Tt is not misspent time to recapitulate. 
A Nation without 50,000 guns, without ten 
rounds of ammunition to the cannon, with- 
out one-fourth of ships enough to carry on 
an aggressive foreign war, springs into ac- 


tion April 23, and June 21 her navy has 
crushed one of the greatest fleets of Spain. 
[Long-continued applause.) 

“They have raised, organized, equipped, 
and armed 200,000 of the best men that ever 
shouldered a musket in defense of their be- 
loved country, bringing them into action as 
no army ever sprang before from any Pres- 
ident [Great cheering.) There are to-day 
20,000 of them on the Island of Cuba and 
sure to win a magnificent victory, [contin- 
ued cheering,] and 16,000 troops are moving 
way up into the east to plant and uphold 
the flag.

NEW YORK TROOPS PRAISED 


More Colonels Testify to the Thor- 
ough Preparation for Service 
Made by the State. 


MASSACHUSETTS QUITE EQUAL 


Blankets, Ponchos, and All Articles of 
Clothing Furnished by the State— 
Adjt. Gen. Tillinghast Feels 
Gratified. 


ALBANY, June 21.—In answer to the mul- 
titudinous amount of adverse criticism 
which has reached the public concerning the 
condition of the New York State volunteer 
troops in the field, Gen. Tillinghast to-day 
gave out some unsolicited letters from the 
Colonels of the Fifth, Third, First, and 
Eighth Regiments of New York Volunteers 
showing the condition of the men under 
their command. The Adjutant General has 


already made public similar letters from 
Col. Greene and Col. Bartlett of the Ninth 
and Twenty-second Regiments, and con- 
sidered together it is safe to say that the 
troops of no other State in the Union went 
into army camps better equipped or cared 
for than those from New York State. 

Extracts of the letters given out to-day 
are as follows: 

Col. T. H. Barbor, First New York Volun- 
teers, writes: 

My command went into camp in very good con- 
dition. The uniforms were good and serviceable. 
The men had provided themselves with good 
phoes, and the rifles were in good order. The 
State food was good and bountiful. The men 
Were usually healthy and strong. The United 
States rations, after being mustered into the 
service, were ample, and the health of the 
regiment was excellent, barring the few cases 
of measles, which isolation and the rigid en- 
forcement of quarantine prevented from spread- 
ing, although delaying us from service else- 
where. 

This statement is made by Col. Henry 
Chauncey of the Highth New York Volun- 
teers: 

As to arms and equipments, every one has 
blankets and ponchos, and all other articles of 
clothing, belts, haversacks, rifles and bayonets, 
and the entire mess kit. All of these articles 
were furnished to us by the State of New York 
before we left Peekskill, as were also a full supply 
of buzzacott, complete for the whole regiment. 
Since arriving here the men have received blue 
shirts, underclothes, shoes, and socks, as they 
have asked for them. The quality of all is ex- 
cellent. 

Second, as regards food: The quality of the 
food furnished is excellent and the quantity is 
the full amount prescribed by army regulations. 

Third, health and general condition is most 
excellent throughout the regiment. No fall-outs 
at drills, and they are hardening down in fine 
shape. 

We are proud of our State, and our State has 
reason to be proud of her soldiers. They are the 
best drilled, disciplined, equipped, and armed 
outfits here, and I am sure that all the other 
Colonels of the New York troops will bear out 
what I say 

Col. R. E. Leonard, Fifth New York Vol- 
unteers, sends the following: 

There has been such a persistent misrepresenta- 
tion in the press about the condition of this 
regiment that I fee) constrained to write a few 
words on the matter. 

In the first place, as regards food, the Govern- 
ment issues all the supply of meat, bread, and 
coffee. Many Captains are able to give their 
men all they can eat and yet save one-third ot 
their rations. This one-third is exchanged for 
vegetables. &c. The health of the command uas 
been excellent, and for some time we were the 
eeiy regiment in Chickamauga Park without any 
sick. 

Worn-out clothing is being replaced by issue 
from the Quartermaster’s Department of the 
United States Army The clothing we draw is 
not so fine, but more durable than the State 
issues. 

If I were asked what I had to complain of I 
could only say that the Government shoes are of 
poor quality and do not wear. This may be an 
accident, for the shoes issued to the Ninth New 
York were of excellent quality, and I do not 
think there is any discrimination against them. 
The newspaper reporters invade every camp. 

The following is from Col. E. M. Hoffman, 
Third Regiment, New York Volunteers: 

It may be of interest to you to learn the com- 
parative condition of the troops from New York 
State, and those from other States, and also 
what is the present condition of the troops from 
New York. When this regiment left Hempstead 
it had all the uniforms, equipments, arms, &c., 
which it needed for the men then in the regi- 
ment, and sufficient tentings for all its purposes, 
and upon our arrival here we were the envy of 
the troops then in camp on that account. 

Most of the other regiments here came from 
their homes with little or nothing in the way of 
equipment or uniforms. The only State that I 
recall now which did as well or better by its 
troops than did New York, was Massachusetts, 
whose men came here fully equipped and uni- 
formed. The troops from Indiana, Missouri, 
Kansas, Tennessee, and some other States, came 
here in citizens’ clothes and without arms or 
other equipments. 

the matter of food, we are, of course, 
issued the army ration, which has been found 
after years of trial to be sufficient for the men 
in the field, and our men have plenty to eat at 
all times.

RESERVE GUARD OF VETERANS. 


ALBANY, June 21.—Senator Brush of 
Brooklyn called on Gov. Black to-day and

5,000 men, to be made up of the veterans of 
of the late civil war residing in this State.

Gen. Healy Finds the Pay ‘Rolls Full 
of Mistakes—Gov. Pingree 
Arrives. 


CHICKAMAUGA PARK, Ga., June 21.— 
The Ninth New York had a musical and 
smoker last night, and the men enjoyed 
themselves greatly. Gen. Healy, Paymaster 
General, of New York, and Col. Sackett of 
Gov. Black’s staff were guests of the Ninth 
at dinner to-day. On their way they stopped 
at Gen. Grant’s headquarters, and spoke 
very highly of their camps and appear- 
ance of the New York regiments. Gen. 
Healy and Col. Sackett were guests of 
the Eighth New York last night.

with time who had been dropped from the 
rolls, and others entitled to pay were not 
fncluded. Other inaccuracies will make it 
{mnossible to nay the men at this time. Col. 
Wiley of the Fourteenth found the new pay 
roll for his regiment in even worse condition 
than that of the Tenth. It was therefore 
considered necessary to refer the whole 
matter back to the State Government for 
revision. In the meantime the unpaid sol- 
@iers are very much dispirited.

‘BRRORS OF MUSTERING OFFICERS. 


- WASHINGTON, June 21.—“ Have I heard 
of criticisms because officers from different 


States have been mustered in on a different 
basis?” asked Adjt. Gen. Corbin to-day. 
‘“‘ Have I missed hearing any of them?”” He 
admitted that he had heard several com- 
plaints of the kind to which Gen. Howard 
Carroll yesterday directed attention as both- 
ering the Assistant Surgeons and Adjutants 
in the New York commands at Camp Alger, 
who have been mustered in as Lieutenants, 
while like officers from other States, in the 
same camp, have been mustered in as Cap- 


toine, and are receiving the pay of Cap- 
ains, 

“This difference came about,” said Gen. 
Corbin, “in consequence of the varying con- 
struction placed by different mustering 
officers upon the law passes April 26 for the 
better organization of the live of the army. 
This law provides that the President may 
accept the quotas of troops of the States ‘as 
organized,’ and when the troops ‘were pre- 
sented for muster they were taken by most 
of the mustering officers as they stood in 
the State organizations. In some States the 
Assistant Surgeons and Adjutants were 
Captains, and were sworn in as such; the 
mustering officer who accepted them in 
New York seems to have taken them on the 
regular army basis, and swore them in as 
Lieutenants.” 

Gen. Corbin says that the matter has, of 
course, created dissatisfaction, and_dissatis- 
faction is always to be avoided. It grows 
too rapidly, and is not easily eradicated. 
The best way to get rid of the dissatisfac- 
tion created by the ‘circumstances described 
is to obtain a decision of the meaning of the 
law, and in order to do this the question has 
been turned over to the Attorney General 
for his opinion. Gen. Corbin intimated his 
opinion that the objections heard would be, 
removed by bringing up the few officers 
lowered by their muster in, instead of lower- 
ing those who obtaingg the higher rank 
when accepted by the Uffited States.

No Complaint of a Lack of Provisions

WASHINGTON, June 21.—The report of 
the special army board appointed to inves- 
tigate the causes of and responsibility for 
the congestion of traffic at Tampa, about 
which Gen. Miles found it necessary to 
complain to the Secretary of War, is await- 
ed here with intense interest.

War Department officials outside of those 
directly involved in the investigation regard 
it as having much more importance than 


the mere fixing of the responsibility for the 
state of affairs which caused such comment 
at Tampa. The investigation, if properly 
made and fully reported, these officials say, 
will be an invaluable guide for the future 
movements of troops under similar circum- 
stances, and will afford the means of avoid- 
ing the same mistakes in the embarkation 
of the greater expeditions to Puerto Rico 
and Havana, which are tw come later. 
Since the departure of the Shafter expe- 
dition there has been a notanle decrease in 
the complaints about the food and of a 
lack of clothing and equipment for the vol- 
unteers from the concentration camps. The 
strain seems to be over, and reports from 
all the camps are decidedly more cheerful. 
The officials of the Comni‘ssary and Quar- 
termaster’s Departments feel that the crush, 
confusion, and complaints of the first few 
weeks were to a large extent unavoidable

THE NEW DUCK UNIFORMS. 


Models of Lightness and Smartness— 
30,000 to be Delivered to the 
Army Within a Fortnight. 


The first uniforms of the new style recent- 
ly adopted by the War Department for the 
use of our troops in the tropics have been 
completed and were placed on exhibition 
yesterday in the windows of the manufact- 
urers, Bierman, Heidelberg & Co., at Broad- 
way and Chambers Street where they at- 
tracted considerable attention. Thirty thou- 
sand of these uniforms are now being made 
and will be delivered to the army within 
fifteen days, and this number will be sup- 
plemented until the armies in Cuba, 
Puerto Rico, and the Philippines are sup- 
plied. 

It was the general impression of those 
who viewed the amples yesterday that if 
our soldiers can only succeed in drawing a 
uniform that fits they will not only be com- 
fortably ciad, but wiil present quite a hand- 
some appearance. The present contract calls 
for 24,000 uniforms for the infantry, 4,000 
for the cavalry, and 2,000 for the artillery. 
The uniforms are made of brown duck, 
woven of a special yarn.

OBJECTIONS 10 HAWAL 


Opponents to Annexation Have the 
Floor in the Senate and 
Present Arguments. 


DECLARE AGAINST IMPERIALISM 


Mr. White (Dem., Cal.,) Presented a 
Statement from the Japanese Min- 
ister Which Caused a Sensa- 
tion Among Senators. 


WASHINGTON, June 21.—Almost imme- 
diately after the Senate convened to-day the 
resolution for the annexation of Hawaii was 
laid before it, Pending its consideration, Mr. 
ROACH, (Dem., N. D.,) who had been quoted 
in a Washington paper as favorable to the 
annexation of Hawaii, rose to a question of 
personal privilege. He said he had not 
made the statement attributed to him, and, 
as a matter of fact, was opposed, and al- 
ways had been, to the annexation of Hawaii. 

Mr. MITCHELL (Dem., Wis.,) delivered a 
speech in opposition to annexation. In the 
course of his address he declared that the 
Nation just now was shorn of its judgment. 
The effort to establish our Government in 
the Far East and the adoption of a policy 
of imperialism was evidence of that. He 
thought the seizure of Hawaii would remove 
all doubt as to our land-grabbing intentions. 

He declared that the annexation project 
was a clumsy cover for the sugar magnates, 
from -around the edges of which the sac- 
charine juice dripped to the advantage of all 
who cared to avail themselves of it. 


At the conclusion of Mr. Mitchell's speech | 
Mr, WHITE, (Dem., Cal.,) the leader of the ,

A call for a quorum by Mr. JONES (Dem., 
Ark.,) developed the presence of sixty-one 
Senators.

Mr. WHITE ventured the opinion that it 
would not hasten consideration of the Ha- 
waiian question that, in the Senate, no rea- 
sons were to be assigned for action upon it. 
He declared that while territory had been 
acquired by treaty, in no case had terri- 
tory been acquired by such a monstrous 
piece of ‘folly and contradaiction’’ as was 
the pending resolution. The resolution, he 
said, declared there had been a _ cession 
which Congress was to “ accept, ratify, and 
confirm.’”” He demanded to know what ces- 
sion had been made, and what lawyer in 
the Senate would state that there had been 
a cession. He maintained there had been 
no cession, as there could not have been. 
without the concurrence of both parties. 


Cession of Hawaii Not Complete,

declared Mr. WHITH, “if it should pass

REVOLT AGAINST BREWERS 


Retail Liquor Men Will Not Pay 
the Extra $1 on a Bar- 
rel of Beer. 











THINK 25 CENTS ENOUGH 





The Brewers Argue that the Consumer 
Should Pay the Government Tax 
and Characterize the Attitude 
of the Retailers as Absurd. 





The attempt of the Brewers’ Association 
of this city to compel the retail liquor deal- 
ers to pay the entire war tax of $1 addi- 
tional on each barrel of beer has excited an 
open revolt. Nearly 150 members of the 
Wine, Liquor and Beer Deaters’ Association 
of New York met in the Lexington Avenue 
Assembly Rooms yesterday afternoon and 
voted not to accede to the brewers’ demand, 
but offered to pay their “‘ just proportion” 
of the increase in the tax, and that propor- 
tion, in their opinion, ought not to exceed 
25 cents per barrel. 

Most of the men who attended yesterday’s 
meeting are large retail sellers of beer. 
They represent local associations in thir- 
ty-nine districts in the Boroughs of Man- 
hattan and the Bronx. Peter McGinn, 
President of the association, presided, and 
August Koehler, President of the National 
Association, and P. H. Nolan, the National 
organizer, took an active part in the pro- 
ceedings. A Committee on Resolutions was 
appointed as follows: B. T. Kearns, Chair- 
man; Luer Immen, Secretary; Frank G. 
Rinn, Hugh Dolan, and Peter Seery. This 
committee prepared a corcise report which 
was adopted after a protracted discussion. 
The preamble described the meeting as 
having been called to take action in refer- 
ence to the arbitrary and unpatriotic action 
of the brewers in demanding from the re- 
tail dealers the payment of $1 per barrel 
additional tax on beer levied by the Govern- 
ment for war purposes, while they, the 
brewers, are obliged to pay only 85 cents, 
thereby not only tmposing upon the re- 
tailers the legal demands of the Govern- 
ment, but themselves making an additional 
profit of 15 cents per barrel at the expense 
of the retailers, this sum representing the 
rebate under the new law. 

The resolutions protested ‘‘ most earnest- 
ly’ against this policy of the brewers, and 
declared as follows: 

Resolved, That we, as patriotic and loyal citi- 
gens, realizing the necessity of an increased reve- 
mue at this time, are willing to bear a just pro- 
portion of said tax, which should not exceed 25 
certs per barrel. 

Resolved, That this association shall issue a 
circular letter calling upon the dealers to refuse 
to pay the amount asked by the brewers, and in 
return demand that they demonstrate their pa- 
triotism and sense of fair play by assuming 
their just share of the tax, as requested by this 
organization. 

Further Resolved, That the National and State 
associations be requested to immediately notify 
the local associations throughout the State and 
country to call meetings in their respective lo- 
calities for the purpose of taking such action as 
will conform with these resolutions. 

Mr. Nolan said that the membership of 
the National Association of Liquor Dealers 
was about 138,000. The Committee on Reso- 
jJutions was directed to confer with repre- 
sentatives of the Brewers’ Association and 
report at a meeting to be held in the Lex- 
ington Avenue Assembly Rooms next Tues- 
day afternoon. 

The Brewers’ Side. 


Charles J. Warner, Secretary of the Brew- 
ers’ Exchange, in East Fifteenth Street, 
said yesterday: 

“Under present conditions the brewers 
cannot afford to make the concession that 
the retail liquor dealers ask, and the re- 
tailers are not obliged to stand this extra 
tax themselves. They need only exercise a 
little business sense in regulating their 
measure trade in order to place the extra 
cost with the consumers where it properly 
belongs. There is no mercantile business 


in which the dealer would expect to pocket 
a loss because circumstances beyond his 
control caused an advance in the cost of his 
staple commodities. He would naturally 
put the increase on the consumer. The 
grocer does that in the matter of tea and 
coffee, and the baker does it when the price 
of flour goes up. 

“The position taken by the retail lMquor 
dealers in this matter is nonsensical on the 
face of it. The brewers are selling beer as 
cheaply as they can afford. People who 
think that the brewers should stand all or 
a part of the loss on an occasion of this 
kind do not take into consideration the im- 
mense amount of capital which the brewers 
have invested, much of which is unproduct- 
ive. 

“ Let each retail dealer adjust his sales of 
‘pints’ to meet. the requirements of the 
changed conditions, and there need be no 
trouble. The additional cost to the con- 
gumer will scarcely be felt. The price of 
beer is being raised in other cities through- 
out the country. Why not here? It was 
the general sentiment of the National brew- 
ers’ convention at Atlantic City last week 
that the consumers, and not the producers, 
of beer should pay this war tax. Delegates 
from Milwaukee, Cincinnati, Buffalo, Roch- 
ester, and other cities voted in favor of this 
policy, consequently if the retail dealers 
expect to obtain sympathy from out-of- 
town brewers they are likely to be disap- 
pointed.”’ 


The Retailers’ Notice. 
Mr. Warner called attention to the fact 
that a notice printed in large type had been 
widely circulated with the sanction of the 
Retail Liquor Dealers’ Association, to the 
following effect. 
“On account of the additional war tax on 
beer, on and after Monday, June 20, 1898, 
the price of beer will be 15 cents per pint.” 








“That notice does not look as if the re- 
tailers really expected to pay the increased 
tax out of their own pockets,” added Mr. 
Warner. 

Some of the retail liquor dealers who at- 
tended yesterday’s meeting said that, al- 


though the notice of an advance in the price 
of “pints” had been posted in nearly all 
of the saloons, it was not practicable to 
carry it out in al) localities. The poorer 
class of people could not pay the increase, 
and there would always be some saloon 
keeper who would sell them beer at the old 
price in order to keep their trade. A sug- 
gestion to diminish the quantity of the 
“pints’’ was received with considerable 
favor. 

Under the existing method of measure- 
ment by guess a “‘ pint’’ of beer, sold for 10 
cents, is, as a rule, about a quart and a 
half. Since this war-tax question has 
arisen, a little weighing apparatus has been 
introduced for the use of retail liquor deal- 
ers which will enable a bartender to measure 
out an exact quantity of beer. Two ordi- 
nary glasses of beer weigh one a and 
the idea of making two pounds or two 
pounds and a half constitute a ten-cent 
“pint ’’ was suggested as being a satisfac- 
tory solution of the measure-trade problem. 
The retailer, it is admitted, could sell such 
a “pint” at a profit, and the consumer 
would not be expected to protest against a 

lan that gave him four or five glasses of 

eer, good measure, for ten cents. 


New Jersey Brewers Protest. 


NEWARK, N. J., June 21.—A meeting of 
saloon keepers was held here this after- 
noon to protest against the action of the 
brewers in obliging the saloon keepers to 
bear the entire burden of the war tax on 
beer. Speeches were made in which the 
brewers were denounced for adding $1 to 
the cost of each barre] of beer when at most 
it should have been only 85 cents. A cém- 


mittee was appointed to confer with the 
brewers in an endeavor to effect a com- 
pecans, It was resolved that in case the 
rewers in the pool all stood firm the sa- 
loon keepers would transfer their trade to 
brewers not in the pool who were willing 
to share the tax. The men who met to-day 
are independent of the brewers, owning 
their own saloons and licenses. 


WAR REVENUE TAX PHASES. 


Appointments of New Inspectors for 
“Temporary Service” Without 
Civil Service Competition, 


Under instructions from Commissfoner 
N. B. Scott of the United States Internal 
Revenue Bureau, Ferdinand Eidman, Col- 
lector for the Third District, in this city, 
has selected fifteen additional Inspectors 
for ‘‘ temporary service” in executing the 
provisions of the War Revenue bill. These 
men went to work yesterday, under the 
guidance of the experienced Inspectors, and 
for the next two or three weeks they will 
be engaged in taking inventories of the 
stocks of beer and ale which retail liquor 
dealers in this city have of hand. Although 
the new Inspectors are in the $1,200 a year 
class, they were appointed without regard 
to the civil service law on the ground that 
they are engaged for temporary service in 
an emergency. Their appointments are 
yet to be confirmed in Washington, after 
which their names will be made public. 

Chief Deputy Collector Sparks said that 
the fifteen new men were selected by the 
Collector from the different wards of the 
city. In a certain sense, he said, the ap- 
pointments were political, and he presumed 
that the men were all Republicans. They 
had been selected on recommendations of 
citizens. 

Commenting on the news from Washing- 
ton that Secretary Gage had reported to 
Congress that it would be impossible to 
print the tax stamps required by the pro- 
visions of Schedules A and B by July 1, 
and had recommended that the operation 
of those two sections be deferred until 
July 15, Deputy Collector Sparks said that 
in his opinion that was the*only way out 
of an embarrassing dilemma. 

“I have doubted from the first the capa- 
bility ot the Treasury Department to set 
all of the complicated machinery of the 
new war tax at work by July 1,” he said. 
“There is too much work for our limited 
force of workers to handle within the time 
specified. We have already been over- 
whelmed with the new features of the tax 
law applying to beer, ale, tobacco, and 
cigars, and if our force is compelled to 
shoulder the burden of the large number 
of new taxes that must be looked after on 
July 1 confusion is inevitable. It will be a 
boon to all parties concerned if the opera- 
tion of Schedules A and B can lawfully be 
deferred until the middle of next month.” 

Schedule A embraces the provisions for 
ising bonds, debentures, certificates of in- 
debtedness, shares of -stock, agreements to 
sell, memoranda of sales, deliveries or 
transfers of stock, bank checks, drafts, cer- 
tificates of deposit, bills of exchange, both 
inland and foreign; letters of credit, re- 
ceipts, &c ; money orders, telephone mes- 
sages, bonds of indemnity, certificates of 

rofits, all certificates issued by Port War- 
Fens or marine surveyors, charter party 
contracts, brokers’ notes or memoranda of 
sales, deeds, leases, mortgages, telegraph 
dispatches, Custom House entries, mani- 
fests, hfe and fire insurance policies, steam- 
ship passage tickets, powers of attorney or 
proxies, protests, and warehouse receipts. 

Schedule B includes medicinal proprietary 
articles, perfumery, cosmetics, and other 
similar articles; chewing gum, sparkling and 
other wines. 

Numerous large packages from Washing- 
ton, containing the return and inventory 
blanks for tobacco and _ cigars, reached the 
local internal revenue officers yesterday, and 
the blanks i out to the dealers as 
rapidly as_possibie. 

George D> Harrison, the New York man- 
ager of the Hartford Life Insurance Com- 
pany, said yesterday that the Internal Reve- 
nue stamp tax on life insurance policies 
was likely to cause little confusion among 
the companies, so far as the use of the 
stamp was concerned. There would, he said, 
be only a slight loss from stamps on poli- 
cies which are returned “‘ not wanted,”’ ex- 
cept among such companies as conducted 
their business at high pressure. There could, 
however, be no provision for the redemp- 
tion of such stamps by the Government,

A local political quarrel has already been 
started in Brooklyn in consequence of In- 
ternal Revenue Collector Moore’s appoint- 
ment of additional Deputies and Inspectors 
without regard to the wishes of the Re- 
paenene, organization in that borough. Col- 
ector Moore put sixteen new men to work 
under authority from the Internal Revenue 
Bureau in Washington. The appointments 
were made for: “temporary service,’ and 
were not open to competition. Several tele- 
grams were sent to ashington yesterday 
by Brooklyn politicians protesting against 
Collector Moore’s appointments and request- 
ing that they be not confirmed. Moore’s 
critics say that at a conference held in 
Washington last Friday, it was decided that 
the places to be filled snould be ditided 
among Congressmen Belford, Hurley, Fisch- 
er, Bennett, and Howe, giving each three 
places, and allowing the organization to 
name the sixteenth man. They claim that 
President McKinley and Senator Platt 
agreed to this scheme, and that Internal 
Revenue Commissioner Scott said he would 
not approve any nomination that was not 
made by the five Congressmen. 

The Congressmen, so the stury goes, made 
up a list of the men they wanted to have 
appointed and gave it to Moore. The Col- 
lector paid no attention to 1t, and made his 
own appointments. The Congressmen, it 
is said, intend to make trouble for Moore, 
who was one of the men who fought Walter 
B. Atterbury and the Platt organization at 
the recent primaries in Brooklyn. 


TAX STAMPS NOT READY. 


Secretary Gage Does Not Want the 
Law to Go Into Effect Be- 
fore July 15. 


WASHINGTON, June 21.—The Secretary 
of the Treasury to-day sent a recommenda- 
tion to Congress that the time when the 
revenue law regarding the use of adhesive 
stamps be postponed from July 1 to July 
15, and also that the rate of discount on 
purchases of $100 worth be increased from 


1 to 3 per cent. It is found that the stamps 
canno. be distributed throughout the coun- 
try by the time it was intended originally 
to have the law go into effect. 

The 1 per cent. commission is also consid- 
ered two low to induce banks and others 
to handle the stamps. During the civil war 
the commission was 5 per cent., and the 
result was that great quantities were paid 
for in advance with no loss to the Govern- 
ment. It is felt that the same results can 
be obtained at 3 per cent. discount. 

The senate Committee on Finance to-day 
considered the postponement of the date in 
connection with the Supplemental War 
Revenue bill, of which it is properly an 
amendment, 

The committee, after considering the mat- 
ter at some length, referred the bill to a 
sub-committee with power to act. This sub- 
committee consists of Senators Allison, Al- 
drich, and Jones. They sent for the Com- 
missioner of Internal Revenue, and after a 
conference decided to postpone indefinitely 
the further consideration of the: bill, and 
the request for the extension of time,

Revived interest in the war bonds may 
not come before the beginning of next 
month, when savings banks depositors and 
investors are sure of the interest due July 1, 
and this in spite of the rising bids for the 
new bonds, which are quoted around 101% 
to 102, with predictions that the war over 
they will be quoted at about 106. 

Banks, financial corporations, and brokers 
were in evidence at the Sub-Treasury yes- 
terday as subscribers in block for bonds of 
500 and under, and it was plain that many 
are speculating in the issue. Little proof 
would be necessary to establish that many

The City Committee Elects Lemuel 
E. Quigg Executive Chairman. 








STRONG RESOLUTIONS PASSED 


Mr. Quigg Denounces the Mayor and 
Chief Devery and Will Now Go Be- 
fore Gov. Black with His Evi- 
dence Against Tammany. 








The first meeting of the Republican City 
Committee of Greater New York was held 
last night at the Murray Hill Lyceum, 
where at least 1,200 members assembled for 
organization. The hall was crowded. All 
through the meeting there was great con- 
fusion, and the Chairman had all he could 
do to bring about any kind of order. 

A unity of feeling, howevér, seemed to 
prevail among the members to a large ex- 
tent, although there was quite a noticeable 
opposition to Lemuel E. Quigg when the 
vote was taken on his nomination for Chair- 
man of the Executive Committee, and a 
very slight opposition to the resolutions ap- 
pealing to the Legislature and the Governor 
to take steps against Tammany Hall in the 
police situation. These resolutions, offered 
by Mr. Quigg, were urged by him in a 
speech, in which he denounced the Mayor 
for removing the two Republican Police 
Commissioners, and in which, after a fierce 
attack upon Chief of Police Devery, he re- 
viewed some of the evfdence against the 
latter brought out at the Lexow investiga- 
tion. The resolutions are as follows: 

Resolved, That the seizure of the Police De- 
partment by Tammany Halil discloses the purpose 
of that organization to commit frauds in what- 
ever measure it thinks: necessary to bring about 
the election of a Democratic State ticket. 

Resolved, That it is the duty of the Legislat- 
ure and the Governor by prompt and thorough 
legislation to prevent the success of this shame- 
ful conspiracy. 

Resolved, That no legislation will be effective 
which does not prevent the participation in active 
politics of police officers, and which does not 
compel them to do their duty, and neither more 
nor less than their duty, in the maintenance of 


peace and order, and in the faithful and equita- 
ble administration of the election law. 


Cheers for Mr. Quigg. 


After these resolutions had been read Mr. 
Quigg took the platform and was greeted 
with enthusiastic cheers from all parts of 
the house. 

“I don’t supose,” he began, “that any 
debate can be necessary for the passage of 
the resolutions, but there are a few consid- 
erations on the matter to which I desire to 
invite the attention of the committee. It 
is not the purpose of this committee to dic- 
tate to the Legislature how it shall meet 
this crisis which confronts us, or how it 
shall define the solution of the problem. 
But it is the purpose to state the problem 
and to insist on its equitable solution. 

“Time and again has the allegation been 
made that the Republican Police Commis- 
sioners, which the Mayor has removed, were 
appointed in pursuance of a deal. There 
never was the slightest particle of truth in 
this allegation, although I do not doubt 
that there are many people in the City 


of New York who still believe that this was 
the case, The truth is, and the whole 
truth, and nothing but the truth, that the 
Republican Pary did with those nominations 
before Mayor Van Wyck, precisely what it 
did with the nominations before Mayor 
Strong, and as it always will do so long 
as the law that two Commissioners from 
each pany shall sit in the Police Board 
exists. The purpose of the law was that 
the balance of power in the Police Board 
should be equally held. But its purpose has 
been evaded. Nay, the law has been de- 
stroyed by the arbitrary, the unlawful, the 
criminal act of the Mayor of New York, 
{Cheers.] 


Honesty Not Wanted. 


“We had nothing against the Republican 
Commissioners save that they were doing 
their duty honestly, nor did he have any- 
thing against the Chief of Police, for whose 
removal he conspired, except that he was 
honorable and upright. They wanted one 
in his place who was not honorable nor up- 
right—one who had been pilloried by the 
public. 

“ Devery! Devery! He is the immortal who 
brought a platoon of police in his precinct 


on the occasion of an election a few years 
ago, and told them that watchers we®e 
coming from the upper part of the town, 
and that if they opened their mouths to 
stand them on their heads. He is not fit 
to be Chief of Police, and if justice is done, 
if an honest election is to be had in the 
city of New York, that man must be re- 
moved, [Cheers.] 

“Mr. Croker telegraphs us from London 
that we don’t mean anything, and that if 
anybody has done og | why don’t they 
remove him? The end of this issue is not 
yet. Just as sure as he lives, just as sure 
as there is justice tc be had in the State 
of New York, all he suggests will be done.” 
[Applause.] 

When quiet had been restored Gheradi 
Davis of the Twenty-seventh (Manhatan) 
Assembly District, a districf which since 
the overthrow of John Sabine Smith and his 
followers at the last primaries, has been 
controlled by Brookfield Republicans, ad- 
dressed the chair. Bulldozing in his dis- 
trict had been stopped, he said, not by peti- 
tioning the Governor, “‘ but because we, as 
men, got together, investigated, and stopped 
the frauds.” 

A storm of hisses greeted this remark. 
There was a disposition to shut him off, but 
the Chair let him continue. Mr. Davis then 
offered substitute resolutions, which were as 
follows: 

Resolved, That in spite of the disapproval by 
this committee of the Mayor’s action in connec- 
tion with the Police Department, this committee 
is convinced that, with wise discretion on the part 
of the Republican County Committee in the se- 
lection of election officers and with proper energy 
on the part of the Republican Party in the con- 
-Guct of the next election, the election will be 
honestly conducted. 

Resolved, That it is the opinion of this com- 
mittee that the charter should not be amended 
at the present time. 

Amid the storm of cries and protests 
which followed the reading of these resolu- 
tions, Mr. Quigg, who sat close to the plat- 
form and directly in front of the Chairman, 
arose and said he thought the resolutions, 
offered with the idea of creating a belief 
that there was serious opposition, were im- 
portant enough to be voted on by roll call. 

The roll was called, and the result was 
1,312 votes against the substitute resolu- 
tions and 30 fcr them. All the 27 members 
from the Twenty-seventh voted for them 
together with three members from the 
Twenty-ninth, (Manhattan.) 

The following officers were elected: Chatr- 
man of the Executive Committee—Lemuel 
E. Quigg; President and Permanent Chair- 
man—George H. Roberts, Jr.; First Vice 
President—Abraham Gruber of Manhattan; 
Second Vice President—Alderman Francis 
F. Williams of Kings; Third Vice President 
—Edwzard H. Herley of the Bronx; Fourth 
Vice President—B. Frank Wood of Queens; 
Fifth Vice Praesident—George H. Treadwell 
of Richmond; Secretary—George R. Man- 
chester of Manhattan; Assistant Secretary— 
Philip W. Reinhardt of the Bronx; Treasurer 
Jacob Brenner of Kings; Sergeant at Arms— 
R. Poole. 

Mr. Quigg’s election was not unanimous, 
but there was no necessity for a roll call. 

Just before the meeting was called to 
‘order Abraham Gruber and a party of 
friends pushed their way through the crowd 
in the rear. A great ovation was accorded 
Mr. Gruber. Time and time again his name 
was cheered. It was coupled with that of 
Charles K. Lexow, leader of the Twenty- 
second, by a crowd of men from that dis- 
trict, who kept up the cheering after the 
others had subsided. 

Walter B. Atterbury called the meeting to 
order, and John Murray Mitchell was made 
temporary Chairman. 

Mr. Roberts was nominated by Mr. Gru- 
ber. When the former took the oath of 
office, a voice cried: *“‘ Now swear good and 
hard, George!” 

Mr. Roberts on taking the chair made a 
short speech, in which he.said: ‘‘ We desire 
to build up and unify the Republican Party 
in this great city, and if we can speak and 
act as one man we will be a wer in this 
city, the State, and the Nation. Through 
this City Committee we can let the wants 
of the Republicans of the city be known 
with no uncertain sound.” 

Over an hour was occupied by the elec- 
tion of sixty-one members of the Executive 
Committee. There is one member from 
each Assembly District.

NEWS OF THE RAILROADS. 


The Plan for the Reorganization of 
the Baltimore and Ohio, and 
What It Provides. 


The reorganization plan for the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railroad Company was issued yes- 
terday. It provides for the unification of 
the bonded debt of the system and the ex- 
tinction of the floating indebtedness and 
two funding issues. There are $70,000,000 

per cent. prior lien bonds on the main 
line and $63,000,000 4 per cent. first mort- 
gage bonds to be a second mortgage on the 
chief system. There are to be $40,000,000 of 
preferred and $35,000,000 of common stock. 
Funds for the reorganization are provided 
by a 20 per cent. assessment on the common 
‘Stock, for which preferred stock will be 
given. A syndicate has underwritten the 
plan, and the stock will be held by a voting 


trust for five years. The necessary funds 
for cash requirements, $30,000,000, have been 
provided for.

BALTIMORE, Md., June 21.—Receiver 
John K. Cowen of the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad left for New York to-night to con- 
fer with Speyer & Co., who have engineered 
the plan for the reorganization of the prop- 


erty, ir regard to the promulgation of the 
details of the scheme. lt is not known what 
action the Baltimore Reorganization Com- 
mittee will take, if any. The committee has 
no plan of its own, though a member said 
to-day that if the interests in the property 
do not accept the plan that has been pre- 
pared by Messrs. Speyer & Co., which is the 
one issued to-day, tney can prepare one in 
short order. The committee, according to 
this member, will not antagonize the Speyer 
plan unless it finds flaws in it. 


CAPITAL STOCK INCREASE. 








It Has Been Decided Upon by the Met- 
ropolitan Street Railway Co. 


Secretary C. E. Warren of the Metropoli- 
tan Street Railway Company announced 
yesterday the decision of its Directors to 
increase the capital stock from $30,000,000 
to $40,000,000. The stock was increased to 
$30,000,000 July 1, 1896. The _ ten-million- 
dollar increase is to be voted on by the 
stockholders, who are expected to ratify the 
decision. Of the new stock $ 000,006 will 
be devoted to the retirement of debentures 
and $4,000,000 to betterments and improve- 
ments. This comprehends change in the 
motive power in Sixth and Highth Avenues. 
Electricity will be chosen. Some, if not all, 
of the cross-town lines of the Metropolitan 
system will be similarly equipped. 


More Lines for Morgan & Co. 


On terms not made public the following 
railroad property has through Louis V. 
Bell been transferred to J. Plerpont Morgan 
& Co.: Spokane Falls and Northern Rail- 
way and Columbia and Red Mountain Rail- 
way, in Washington, and the Nelson and 
Fort Sheppard Railroad, in British Colum- 
bia. The Spokane Falls Line is 140 miles 
long and is capitalized at $5,624,000. The 
Columbia, seventeen miles, was built for the 
Spokane Falls, and the —ae has sixty- 
one miles, from Kootenay ke to Fort 
Sheppard, and a capitalization of $2,950,000.

The West Shore Railroad will on June 20 
inaugurate its Summer drawing-room car 
service between New York and the Catskill 


Mountains and Saratoga, after which spe-

on the same dates.

SUICIDE AT CINCINNATI. 


C. W. Ellsworth, Who Traveled for a 
Brooklyn Firm, Takes His Own Life 
Under Mysterious Conditions.

of presses, dies, &c. The man not being a 
drinker, so far as could be learned, coupled 
with the two bottles found, gives the case 
a mysterious appearance.

CHICAGO, June 21.~—Armour is: finally in 
possession of all of the cash wheat that 
‘was owned by Leiter, Peavy, and Pillsbury. 
He is holding it as trustee, and, acording 
to the terms of the agreement into which 


he has entered with the former owners, he 


will hereafter devote all of his time to mer- 
chandising it to the trade. Every miller in 
the country will have to purchase his sup- 
plies through the Armour. office in La Salle 
Street. Every shipper will have to deal 
with Armour before he can fill orders for 
hhome or foreign buyers. 

The immediate effect of the deal, which 
involves 14,000,000 bushels of wheat, has 
been to give the market a stronger tone, 
and every trade circular sent out of Chicago 
to-night unqualifiedly predicted that here- 
after the cereal will probably continue to 
advance in price until it has at least recov- 
ered a normal footing. The movement of 
the new crop, which will begin by the mid- 
dle of next month, will not interfere serious- 
ly with Armour’s plans, for the reason that 
the old wheat will be in stronger demand, 
because of being better adapted for grinding 
in the mills, 

It appears that all of the Leiter wheat on 
the seaboard, afloat, and in Europe, has 
been taken care of by lL. Z. Leiter, who 
sent Attorney James Hutchins of the Illi- 
nois Trust and Savings Bank to New York 
form the purpose of making a complete in- 
ventory of the property. 


MONTANA MINING LITIGATION. 








Montana Ore Purchasing and Boston 
and Montana Companies at War. 


HELENA, Mon., June 21.—The Montana 
Ore Purchasing Company yesterday com- 
menced an action in the United States Court 
against the Boston and Montana Company, 
in which an injunction is asked against the 
defendant to prevent the Boston and Mon- 
tana Company from taking ore from the 
Rarus ground. It is alleged in the com- 
plaint in equity that already the defendant 
has taken 98,000 tons of ore from the 
ground belonging to the plaintiff. It is said 
that the value of the ore taken, for which 
a suit has been filed in the State Court on 
the same grounds, amounts to $3,250,000. 


As only a restraining order is asked for in 
the present case, no suit at law was filed. 
The Court made an order citing the defend- 
ant company to appear and show cause why 
a restraining order should not be granted. 

The Boston and Montana Company yester- 
day filed suit in the Federal Court against 
the Montana Ore Purchasing Company for 
$100,000. The plaintiff in that suit alleges 
that the defencant company, prior to April 
12, 1898, took large quantities of ore from 
beneath the surface of certair portions of 
the Johnstown claim belonging to plaintiff, 
the value of the ore being $100,000. In this 
case two suits were filed, one at law and 
the other in equity. A restraining order 
was asked for and granted. 


MICHIGAN POPULISTS MEET. 


Middle-of-the-Road Men Opposed to 
Fasion with Other Parties, 


GRAND RAPIDS, Mich., June 21.—Only 
twenty-seven delegates were present when 
the State Convention of the Middle-of-the- 
Road Populists was called to order to-day. 
The regular Populist Convention, comprising 
those favoring fusion, will be held to-mor- 
row, simultaneously with the Democratie 
and Silver Republican conventions. 

The platform adopted by to-day’s conven- 
tion denounces fusion, demands the aboli- 
tion of National banks, declares against 
the issue of Government bonds for any pur- 
pose whatever, and favors the initiative and 
referendum and Government ownership of 
railroads and telegraph lines. A full State 
ticket was nominated, as follows: Governor

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HE BOAT RACE TO-DAY 


Yale, Harvard, and Cornell Crews 
All Confident of Winning at 
New London. 


QARSMEN _ READY TO PULL 


The Several Manageys Drew for Their 
Positions in the course, and All 
Preparations for the Contest 
Have Been Completed. 


NEW LONDON, Conn., June 21.—Prepara- 
tions have all been completed for the boat 
Tace here to-morrow between the crews of 
Yale, Harvard, and Cornell. The race will 
begin soon after 2 o’clock, if the weather 
conditions warrant it. 

During the late afternoon, and, in fact, 
throughout the night, incoming trains from 
all directions brought hundreds of pros- 
pective spectators of the great triangular 
boat race between Yale, Harvard, and Cor- 
nell. In this city the headquarters of the 
-Sympathizers of the various crews were to 
be found at Hotel Mohican, while at the 
Crocker House there was the usual throng 
of boating enthusiasts. Down the bay, on 
either side of the river, at the Pequot Ca- 
sino, Fort Griswold House, and private resi- 
dences merry parties of college men, yachts- 
men, and others gathered whiling away the 
evening in the most social manner, while 
a picturesqueness was lent to the scene by 


‘ the many gayly decorated yachts anchored 


in the harbor. 

At a few of the larger hotels the sporting 
element was in evidence. The sympathizers 
with the boys from Ithaca were by far the 
most courageous in their display of eager- 
mess to place money on the result. Har- 
vard followed in the majority of cases as 
the second favorite, while the representa- 
tives of Yale were compelled to witness the 
rather unusual situation of finding them- 
selves a negative quantity, as it were, bet- 
ting wise. Up to midnight there were no 
very large bets recorded. 

The weather gives promise of conditions 
to-morrow not only favorable, but ideal. 

There has been much concérn as to the 
positions in the course the three crews 
would take, and this was settled to-day 
when Referee Meikleham and the managers 
of the three crews held a meeting and pro- 
ceeded to discuss this important point. 

The positions were determined by placing 
the names of Yale, Harvard, and Cornell in 
one hat and slips marked east course, mid- 
dle course, and west course in another; then 
each namager drew out the name of the uni- 
versity from one hat and position from the 


other, and it resulted in Harvard securing 
the eastern course, Yale the middle, and 
Cornell the western course. 

All of the college crews have been putting 
forth their best efforts in enthusiastic prac- 
tices to-day, and to-night a feeling of confi- 
dence seems to pervade every camp, indi- 
viduals of each crew feeling assured that 
victory will be theirs. That the race will 
be brimful of excitement seems a safe pre- 
diction to judge from the enthusiasm that 
has been aroused. 


Cornell Is Confident. 


Cornell’s three crews went out on the 
river at 5 P. M., and were sent up the 
course to the two-and-a-half-mile flag, the 
men chiefly paddling, though occasionally 
they were coached a bit. The work was in- 


tended, however, simply as a sort of a mus- 
cle stretcher for the night before the race. 
The men returned to the boathouse about 
three-quarters of an hour later, and they 
were immediately hustled into their clothes 
and up to the quarters for supper. It was 
apparent that Mr. Courtney had no misgiv- 
ings as to the race his men would put up 
to-morrow, and he expressed himself freely 
and with great confidence, though without 
peeaeatocio. In speaking of the physical 
condition of the crews, he said: 

“The crews are in fine shape this year, 
@nd I am not afraid of any crew in the 
world with them. Though I confess I don’t 
like the course,’”’ he continued, ‘‘I don’t 
wish to appear critical, because I am not 
@ ‘kicker,’ but it seems to me the west 
course, which we have gotten, has the dis- 
advantage of being outside the main chan- 
nel, thus missing the advantage of the cur- 
rent, which should be equal for the 
crews in the entire race. The places of 
King, Odell, and Oddie are filled by good 
men, who are up to the crew standard and 
in fit condition in every way, and I have 
nothing to fear as to the result from the 
change. 

“From my observation of the work of the 
other crews, I am not afraid to let the boys 
ull with almost any handicap. My criticism 
ts that, considering all crews equal, the 
outcome of a race should not be made de- 
pendent upon the toss of a penny, for, while 
disliking our position, it might have fallen 
to either of the other two crews.” 

Among the men themselves there is every 
evidence of complete confidence, and the 
only ripple on the surface of their talk is 
the manner in which they one and all de- 
precate the idea of a curved course. 

This same element, half of amusement 
and half of ridicule, was apparent in the 
conversation of every Cornell man at Har- 
rison’s Landing, but whether the curve will 
have any effect on the final outcome of* the 
race cannot be determined until to-morrow. 

The weight of the crew this year averages 
about a pound to a man above that of last 

ear, but, said Courtney, commenting on 

is, “‘if the men weigh a pound or two 
more it is solid beef, and will add, if that is 
possible, that much to the speed of last 
year’s crew.”

The confidence of the undergraduates is also 
infectious, and the feeling here to-day is 
one of more than hopefulness, and has 
reached so far as to be that of sanguineness 
of victory for the blue.

FORT WASHINGTON RIDGE ROAD. 


Property Owners Must Pay _ Assess- 
ments to Complete the Work. 


In re application of the Mayor, &c., of New 
York vs. the Fort Washington Ridge Road.— 
Order affirmed with costs. 

This decision of the Court of Appeals, 
handed down yesterday, puts an end to the 
objections to paying assessments for the 
laying of the road referred to, which prop- 
erty owners in the vicinity of Fort Wash- 
ington have hitherto entertained. The 
boundaries of the Fort Washington Ridge 


Road have long been of a vague character. 
and the subject of much complicated legis- 
lation. 

Theodore Connoly, Ass:stant Corporation 
Counsel, said yesterday that the Court of 
Appeals had by its decision put an ené to 
the matter of objecting to the assessment, 
but that other points might be taken up to 
fight the road through further litigation. 

“The case is an unending one,”’ said he, 
“and hardly any one understands it. The 
laying out of the road was authorized by a 
special act of the Legislature in 1892, by 
which the cost of the improvement was to 
be assessed on property owners. Some of 
them paid their assessments promptly. 
Others, including a Mr. Thayer, who owns 
considerable property in the vicinity, fought 
the matter on technicalities. A number of 
different conflicting maps had been drawn, 
and Mr. Thayer claimed that the one ‘au- 
thorized cut off: nine feet from his lawful 
property.”

THE BUSINESS OUTLOOK. 

What may be called the mental depres- 
sion in business caused by the outbreak 
of the war with Spain is pretty well van- 
ished. Our people are adjusting their 
minds to the facts, and find them by no 
means so disquieting as they had at first 
felt them to be, and they are now devot- 
ing themselves with greater energy to the 
development of conditions which on the 
whole are very much better than we have 
had in a long time. 

The steady working of some of the 
larger plans of reorganization in proper- 
ties involved in the long reign of depres- 
sion, the announcement of some and the 
preparation for other movements of the 
same nature, the advance in the Clear- 
ing House Exchanges all over the coun- 
try, the recovery of the money market 
from the temporary derangement follow- 
ing the declaration of war—all these are 
signs that the public mind is recovering 
its wonted sense of security and the en- 
ergy and hopefulness that follow that 
sense. 

There is 
and no immediate danger of overconfi- 
dence. The remarkable condition of our 
foreign trade alone, the immense sales 
abroad, the decrease of importations, the 


every reason for confidence 


great advance in the available purchasing 
power of the agricultural class, and the 
inevitable broadening of the range and 
extent of consumption are well estab- 
lished facts which reasonable men of the 
soberest temper may with perfect pru- 
dence recognize and act on. 

Unquestionably the net economic effect 
of war is sheer waste. Labor is with- 
drawn from production and supported in 
a continual work of destruction. But in 
this war there is something to be consid- 
ered besides these facts, and that is its 
effect upon the mind and conscience of 
the Nation. We find ourselves taking up 
with vigor and resolution a work of high 
justice. In the course of its prosecution 
we discover the need for ability and 
character promptly satisfied. The Nation 
is awakened tn the consciousness of 
power heretofore dormant and practically 
not existing. The sum total of available 
activity is increased. We feel that we 
can do and are doing tasks that we had 
lost all conception of or thought about as 
beyond our grasp and purpose. The Na- | 
tion is energized, and the operations of 
daily business life feel the effect, and will 
feel it for a long time to come, 








SENATOR FRYE’S PLATFORM. 


Senator Frye of Maine informs a 
newspaper correspondent that if he were 
permitted to make the Republican Party 
platform this year it would contain the 
following propositions: 


“One, the annexation of Hawali; two, 
the construction of the Nicaraguan Canal; 
three, the revival of our merchant marine; 
four, every possible extension of our com- 
merce with foreign countries, and, five, the 
enlargement of our navy.” 


With the exception of the annexation 
of Hawaii, which is a private job and 
not public politics, these propositions are 
all based on good Democratic doctrine 
and declaration. The Republican Party 
might as well try to establish a partisan 
monopoly in light and air as to claim 
these policies as its exclusive possession. 

Yet Senator Frye declares that “to 
each and every one of these propositions 
the Democratic Party is opposed.” 

The Democratic platform of 1892 con- 


tained these planks: 


“For purposes of National defense and 
the promotion of commerce between the 
States we recognize the early construction 
of the Nicaragua Canal and its protection 
against foreign countries as of great im- 

rtance to the United States. 

“We favor the maintenance of a navy 
strong enough for all purposes of National 
defense and to properly maintain the honor 
and dignity of the country abroad.” 


That demolishes the Senator’s state- 
ment as to two of his propositions. Num- 
ber three of his planks, that relating to 
the extension of the merchant marine, is 
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presented with a courage and fullness 
that no Republican Convention will ever 
emulate in the platform adopted by the 
National Democratic Party at Indianap- 
olis Sept. 3, 1896, the only wellspring of 
pure old-fashioned Democracy that was 
accessible to the people of this Republic 
in that year of confusion: 


“We demand that henceforth modern and 
liberal policies toward American shipping 
shall take the place of our imitation of 
the restrictive statutes of the eighteenth 
century, which have been abandoned by 
every maritime power but the United States, 
and which, to the Nation’s humiliation, 
have driven American capital and _ enter- 
prise to the use of alien flags and alien 
crews, have made the Stars and Stripes an 
almost unknown emblem in foreign ports, 
and have virtually extinguished the race 
of American seamen. 

“We oppose the pretense that discrimi- 
nating duties will promote shipping; that 
scheme is an invitation to commercial war- 
fare upon the United States, un-American 
in the light of our great commercial trea- 
ties, offering no gain whatever to Ameri- 
can shipping, while greatly increasing ocean 
freights on our agricultural and manu- 
factured products.” 





There is an American merchant ma- 
rine plank for the Maine Senator that 
will warm the cockles of his heart if he 
is not merely shamming when he talks 
about the revival of our shipping. 

As for Number Four of Senator FRYr’s 
programme, the extension of our com- 
merce, what Democratic platform in the 
last thirty years has failed to give the 
place of prominence to a declaration in 
favor of extending our commerce by 
striking off its fetters? Extend com- 
merce? Why, Senator Frrr’s party has 
for years devoted two-thirds of its dy- 
namic energy and substantially all of its 
campaign money to the attempt to pro- 
hibit and destroy commerce. Dingleyism 
and the extension of commerce are in- 
compatibles and must not be mixed in 


the same platform. 

From beginning to end, with the Ha- 
waiian and leprous exception noted, Sen- 
ator Frye’s platform is sound and ortho- 
dox Democratic doctrine. The Demo- 
cratic Party is not opposed to these prop- 
ositions. What the Populist featherheads 








who are at present in charge of the Con- 
gressional opposition to the Republican 
Party think of them is of little conse- 
quence to genuine Democracy. 








JOHN MORLEY ON ALLIANCES. 

The cabled summary of Mr. JoHN Mor- 
LEY’s speech at Leeds on June 8 did not 
convey at all the same notion of the 
speaker’s position as the full report 
which has now come by mail. This is no- 
body’s fault. CHARLES READE said, very 
justly, that there was nof a man in a 
thousand who could summarize evidence 
without falsifying it. What is true of 
evidence is true of a careful exposition 
by a public man of a complicated public 
question. Quite naturally, the part of Mr. 
MoRLEY’s speech directly referring to the 
Anglo-American alliance was the part 
that was chosen for transmission to this 
country, and it was transmitted virtually 
in full. But upon reading the report of 
the entire speech it appears that these 


passages were incidental, and almost par- 


enthetical. One or two remarks were 
omitted even from this part which are 
necessary to a comprehension of it. One 
of these is that it makes a great differ- 
ence whether the proposed union “is an 
alliance for peace, for harmonious co-op- 
eration,” or whether it is to be “an alli- 
ance between jingoes in America and jin- 
England for purposes not of 
not of harmonious co-operation, 


goes in 
peace, 
but of menace and of war.” 

Of the desirableness of a closer friend- 
ship of sentiment between the two coun- 
very warmly, 
and upon this point he affirmed that 
“there is no longer any difference be- 
tween public parties in this country.” 
But the main purpose of his address had 
no reference to this country at all. It 
was a deprecation of what he took to be 
Mr. CHAMBERLAIN’S appeal for an alli- 
ance of Great Britain against Russia not 
only with us, but with Germany. Per- 
haps upon this point he did Mr. CHAM- 
BERLAIN some injustice. Indeed, it has 
never been very easy for a Liberal who 
was also a Gladstonian and a Home 
Ruler to do justice to the member for 
West Birmingham. But that Germany is 
the natural ally of Great Britain against 
Russia Mr. CHAMBERLAIN not only af- 
firmed in the speech which Mr. MoRLEY 
was reviewing, but reaffirmed a few days 
after in the House of Commons in gen- 
eral reply to his critics. 

Mr. MorR.eEy’s main point was that this 
position of Mr. CHAMBERLAIN’S is entirely 
wrong. He made a vigorous exposure of 
what was undoubtedly a weakness in the 
speech of the Secretary for the Colonies, 
namely, the assumption that the way to 
secure an alliance upon favorable terms 
was to advertise and indeed to exagger- 
ate your need of an alliance. Upon what 
he called Mr. CHAMBERLAIN’S prospectus 
Mr. Morey was wittily and not unjust- 
ly severe, But he blamed the Govern- 
ment very seriously for its wanton an- 
tagonism of Russia in general and for 
the particular antagonism which led it to 
take, by way of compensation for Port 
Arthur, which Russia really needed, Wei- 
Hai-Wei, which Great Britain did not 
need at all, and which is a source not of 
strength but of weakness. According to 
Mr. Morey, who did not pretend in this 
contention to represent his party or to 
speak for anybody but himself, the riv- 
alry of Russia and Great Britain in Asia | 
ought to be a friendly rivalry in the 


tries Mr. Moruey spoke 


work of civilizirg and Europeanizing that 
continent, The outlet which Russia has 
secured upon the Gulf of Pe-chi-li is the 
natural sequel of the eastward expan- 
sion which she has for so long been un- 
dergoing. To secure it was to satisfy a 
legitimate national need. The true “‘ com- 
pensation” of England was not to take 
another port, for which she had no real 
use, and which she may have to defend 
at great cost and risk, but to take ad- 
vantage of the markets opened by Russia 
to the utmost of her ability. “ My fun- 
damental proposition is this, for the pol- 
icy of settling the Chinese and other 
Asiatic problems, that placing yourselves 
in open and violent antagonism to Rus- 






sia is a foolish and mistaken policy, inev- 
itably foredoomed to failure.” Holding 
this view, it was quite natural that Mr. 
Moriey should deprecate any alliance, 
even one with the United States, still 
more one with Germany, for the purpose 
of antagonizing Russia. ‘And it was in 
the course of presenting this view that 
he made the remarks about the Anglo- 
American alliance that the cable has 
transmitted to us. 








THE GOVERNMENT OF ‘ CONQUESTS.” 

The current issue of Harper’s Weekly 
makes the pregnant inquiry whether 
there are any limits to the power of Con- 
gress to legislate for such territory as 
we may acquire outside of the present 
area of. the United States. In the con- 
templation of the framers of the Consti- 
tution “ territory belonging to the United 
States”? of which Congress was to have 
“power to dispose,” as well as to make 
“all needful rules and regulations” re- 
specting it, was of course properly con- 
tinuous with the States. It was expected, 
as in the course of time it became popu- 
lous and civilized enough, to become 
States, and the territorial condition was 
a condition of pupilage and prepara- 
tion. Even so, our contemporary ad- 
duces various decisions of the Supreme 
Court which indicate that that body 
scarcely considers that it has a power 
of review over the “rules and regula- 
tions” which Congress may find “ need- 
ful.” Judge Brap.iey indced said, in an 
opinion delivered in 1889, that Congress 
would “‘ doubtless be subject to those fun- 
damental limitations in regard to per- 
sonal rights which are formulated in the 
Constitution and its amendments,” but 
even this could not be done by express 
and direct application of its provisions, 
“which have been pretty uniformly held 
to be inapplicable.” And, indeed, Judge 
BRADLEY’s remark was evidently “ obiter 
dictum.” 


It is easy to see the line of reasoning 
which the Judges have taken. The Con- 
stitution, being a compact between the 
States, cannot be invoked by any but the 
parties to it, or their citizens, for their 
protection. It does not apply to the rela- 
tions of the Government with people who 
are subsequently ceded to it or conquered 
by it. Senator TELLER, with a cheerful 
ambiguity, observes that wherever our 
flag flies, ‘‘ by right of conquest or the 
consent of the people,” there it will re- 
main, the plain fact being that neither 
condition is fulfilled in the case of Ha- 
waii. In the case of the Philippines, we 
have already appointed an officer to be 
Military Governor of the islands when 
we get them. He will, of course, govern 
them by martial law while the war lasts. 
He will continue to govern them by mar- 
tial law after the war is over, until Con- 
gress makes some provision for govern- 
ing them otherwise. If Congress makes 
no provision he will go on governing 
them by martial law. In that case where- 
in will his government differ, except 
through his personal enlightenment, 
from the government of the preposter- 
ous hidalgo whom he will displace? 
Doubtless Gen MERRITT is a much more 
enlightened person than Gen. AUGUSTIN 
y Davia. But Americans are agreed 
that the personal virtues of a ruler are 
not a satisfactory substitute for a gov- 
ernment of laws. A government of laws, 
in the American sense, that can scarcely 
be called which tan alien Legislature is 
authorized to impose, without reference 
to the wishes of the people over whom it 
is to be set up, and which is not even 
réeviewabie by the courts upon the ground 
of its ‘‘ constitutionality ” or consonance 
with the notions of civil government en- 
tertained by citizens of the nation by 
which it is imposed. Such a govern- 
ment Congress seems to have full power 
to set up over the people of Hawaii when 
We annex them by the consent of some 
4 per cent. of the population, or of the 
Philippines when we acquire them by 
killing, capturing, or expelling the 
“junta of authorities” in Manila. 





A NOBLE PAIR. 


If Mr. Piatt had the leisure to which 
he is accustomed at this season of the 
year he might while away a few hours 
by taking the testimony in the Raines- 
Quigg case and matching one against 
another the epithets applied by one set 
of his adjutants to the other set. He 
would have a long column of each sort. 
As he conned them, recognizing their es- 
sential accuracy, recalling the circum- 
stances that justify them and reviewing 
his own relations to the gentlemen vili- 
fied and those vilifying, he could flatter 
himself that never before was a leader 
so faithfully served by men who so heart- 
ily and justly despised each other and 
who by all honest men are so heartily 
and justly despised. 


The outcome of the suit was to have 
been expected, the. jury had so many 
hopelessly contradictory things to set off 
one against another. If Mr. Quice’s dam- 
natory statements were true, even his 
own counsel admitted that they were 
made from a motive that would not bear 
inspection. If Mr. RAINES were every- 
thing that he was charged with being, 
how much better was the defendant 
QuicG? If the Senator had been cor- 
ruptly influenced by the “ notorious lob- 
byist.”’ now Superintendent of the Insur- 
ance Department, had not Mr. Quice 
been engaged in the same business with 
that gentleman and working on another 
branch of the same line? Could anything 
said about RAINEs really injure his char- 
acter? Could anything said by Quiace 
really injure any one’s character? How 
was it possible to discriminate as to who 
was blackened and who was guilty of 
blackening where all were tarred with 
the same stick? No wonder that the be- 
wildered jury were unable to agree. Had 
the etiquette of the courtroom permitted 
they might with some reason have re- 
ported that the rules of law made for 
civilized and decent people could not be 





neither owned the duties nor respected 
the rights of reputable society. 

With the balance which the jury prac- 
tically proclaim between untrustworthi- 
ness of the plaintiff and defendant in 
this case the public will rest content, It 
reflects the view that had long since be- 
come general. But perhaps the people of 
New York, even in these times, will stop 
to think of the “ master” of both—as he 
was freely described by witnesses and 
counsel—Mr. PuattT. ‘“ Like master, like 
man,” is a maxim that may in this case 
safely be reversed. Senator PuLatT is a 
man of much more ability than QuiGe or 
RAINES or PAYN, or he could not control 
them as his tools, but the character of 
the tools shows the kind of work for 
which he uses them and the nature of 
his own aims. These men paint each 
other as vulgar and sordid, hypocritical 
and false-hearted, greedy toward the 
public and treacherous to each other, but 
as instruments they suit Mr. PLatz, and 
he, as a master workman, matches his 
instruments. That is not a hitherto un- 
known fact, but it has not before been 
brought out quite so plainly. What 
makes it of especial interest is that in 
the present organization of politics in 
New York Mr. PuatTrt is offered to us by 
the Republican Party as the only alter- 
native to Mr. CROKER. 

It is worth noting that on the day of 
the close of this disgusting trial Mr. 
CROKER was dilating to an English re- 
porter on the essential and inevitable 
virtue of Tammany and the especial su- 
periority of one DEvEeRy, the Tammany 
Chief of Police, as its representative. 
PLATT or CROKER, CROKER or PLATT, 
they are a noble pair to choose from. 
But until the people of New York shall 
take the trouble to provide for ruling 
themselves this is the choice to which 
they are shut up. 





The opponents of the Hawaiian job 
need not be concerned by the criticism of 
its friends as to their motives. These 
motives will stand the test of examina- 
tion, experience, and time. The determi- 
nation to give the people of the country 
the chance they have never yet had to 
study the adventure on which they are 
asked blindly to enter is a just and wise 
one. The plea of expediency is an empty 
one. The alleged desire of the President 
to secure hasty action, if it exists, is im- 
pertinent. We already have all the ad- 
vantages, so far as the war is concerned, 
that annexation can give us, and cannot 
be deprived of them. It would be wicked 
to assume responsibilities for which we 
are not prepared and of which we cannot 
rid ourselves. All the discussion the 
rules of the Senate allow is none too 
much to insist upon. 





TOPICS OF THE TIMES.

Unfortunately 
for him, the Farmer Dunn of London, 
ARTHUR W. PRESTON, Fellow of the Royal 
Meteorological Society, had access to 
weather records extending back to 1765, or 
further, and he promptly decided that if 
any one had a nineteen-year cycle it ought 
to work backward as well as forward, So 
he proceeded to examine the records, and 
he found that the theory was built on sand. 
Here are a few of his notes: 

1822.—This was krown as “ The Charming 
Year.’’ Eleven-twelfths of the year were re- 
markable for continued warmth. Great heat 
prevailed in the middle of May, June was 
very dry, July less fine and warm, but harvest 
commenced early in the month, and August 
was fine and hot. Fine weather continued 
until Oct. 16 (WHISTLECRAFT.) Rainfall at 
Sunbury, Midalesex—April, 2.82 inches; May, 
1.46 inches; June, 0.54 inch; July, 2.70 
inches; August, 1.32 inches; September, 1.12 
inches, (COWB.) 

1803.—The principal feature of this season 
was a drought of several weeks’ duration, 
and the general produce, though good, was 
not large, (BAKER.) Very hot and dry Sum- 
mer, (BRUNHAM.) Rainfall at Sunbury, 
Middlesex—April, 1.51 inches; May, 1.73 
inches; June, 4.21 inches; July, 0.89 inch; 
August, 1.14 inches; September, 0.61 inch, 
(COWE.) 

1765.—The Summer was remarkable for its 
heat and dryness, and all vegetation being 
influenced a | their effects, brought forth 
fruits and flowers in unusual perfection 
(KNAPP.) A very dry Summer, and often 
very hot, (BRUNHAM.)

AN ALLURING TEMPTATION 





Would Be a Dangerous Perversion of 
Our National Mission, He Says. 


The ex-President Impresses the Neces- 
sity for Wisdom, Good Citizen- 
ship, and True Patriotism. 





PRINCETON, N. J., June 21. — Grover 
Cleveland delivered the annual Founders’ 
Day address of the commencement exer- 
cises of the Lawrenceville School, held to- 
day. The day’s programme began with 
speeches by the graduating class, followed 
by the presentation of a tablet in memory 
of the last surviving founder of the school, 
Charles Ewing Green, LL. D. At noon a 
meeting of the school alumni was held, and 
at 1 o’clock Dr. and Mrs. McKenzie held a 
reception, Mrs. Grover Cleveland assisting 
in the receiving. The graduating class re- 
ceived their diplomas in the afternoon, and 
Grover Cleveland delivered his address en- 
titled ‘‘Good Citizenship.’”’ After paying a 
high tribute to the school and to the mem- 
ory of the late Charles Ewing Green, Mr. 
Cleveland said: 


I have spoken of my interest in Amer- 
ican citizenship, and in casting about for 
a subject to present to you to-day it has 
seemed to be that I cannot do better than 
to utilize the short time I may properly 
consume by making a few observations con- 
cerning true American citizenship and the 
obligations it imposes upon every one en- 
titled to share its honor and privileges. 
American citizenship means more than any 
other citizenship, not only because it lives 
and flourishes beneath the protection of 
the freest and best institutions in the world, 
but because it has the perpetuity and suc- 
cess of those institutions absolutely in its 
keeping and control. Our Government is 
not, and never was, in outside proprietor- 
ship which could determine or set limits 
to our rights of occupancy. American citi- 
zenship ‘has built its own habitation and is 
the tenant of no superior. It must, how- 
ever, be plainly apparent that this inde- 
pendence in the enjoyment of privileges is 
not all that is involved in our relations to 
the Government we proudly call our own. 

As one who is the owner of the house in 

which he lives cannot look to another for 
its care and preservation, so American citi- 
zenship assumes the responsibility of main- 
taining unaltered and unimpaired the Gov- 
ernment which shelters it and which has 
thus far been its protection against wind 
and storm. A just apprehension of the 
seriousness of this responsibility is the test 
of true American citizenship. In order that 
the duty and responsibility we owe our 
Government may be fully appreciated and 
faithfully discharged, it is vitally neces- 
sary for us to be convinced that we cannot 
delegate to others the work required of us. 
Each individual must with his own hands 
do his share. In this way our Government 
was built, and this way only can it be kept 
in fit condition for the habitation of free 
Americans. It therefore follows that no 
one can lay claim in a proper sense to true 
American citizenship who does not interest 
himself in matters pertainmg to our Gov- 
ernment, who does not inform himself as 
to its designs and purposes, or who is not 
willing by actual interference to guard it 
against abuses and insidious perversion 
as well as against open attack. 
: Of course, this interest and intervention 
in public affairs are worse than useless un- 
less they are entered upon in a proper 
spirit and with a proper motive. No one 
increases his claim to good citizenship who 
interests himself in public affairs for purely 
selfish purposes and to accomplish personal 
ends. A man may acquire a knowledge of 
the principles of our Government and use 
this knowledge to mislead, and the pre- 
tense of devotion to these principles may 
mask nothing better than the advocacy of 
blind and mischievous partisanship. If 
such things constitute good citizenship, we 
might congratulate our country, for we 
have them in abundance, Inasmuch, how- 
ever, as they are really evils which sadly 
afflict and endanger us, it is of the utmost 
importance that there should be infused into 
our body politic the counteracting remedy 
of true patriotic or unselfish American citi- 
zenship. This grows out of a love of our 
Government for its own sake and for what 
it does for every citizen. 

it is thoughtful and intelligent, and has a 
clear understanding of the doctrines upon 
‘which our Government rests; it rejoices in 
American traditions, it glories in American 
objects and purposes, and is proudly con- 
tented with the accepted mission of the 
United States among the nations of the 
earth. The existence of the highest type 
of American citizenship depends largely, of 
course, upon the cultivation of the best and 
most patriotic sentiment among our peo- 
ple. It is nevertheless true that it depends 
to an equal, if not greater, degree upon a 
constant steadiness of sound American 
judgment and an uncompromising ability 
among our citizens to resist temptation. 


The Danger of To-day. 


The American people are tempted every 
day and every hour to abandon their ac- 
customed way and enter upon a course of 
new and strange adventure. Never before 
in our history have we been beset with 
temptations so dangerous as those which 
now whisper in our ears alluring words of 
conquest and expansion, and point out to us 


fields bright with the giory of war. I once 
saw a very useful book entitled ‘‘ Don’t.” 
It contained a statement of numerous 
things which should not be done. I am 
inclined to adopt the plan of this book to 
the extent of cautioning you against the 
imperfect ideas of civic duties, and warn 
you against certain dangers which threaten 
the soundness and safety of true American 
citizenship, and which especially at this 
particular time, seem to lie in wait for us 
on every side. At the outset, I beg you 
never to harbor the thought that an active 
participation in political affairs is inconsist- 
ent with the largest possible degree of 
culture and education. I hope you will not 
stop short of the highest educational re- 
quirements within your reach, and that in 
the meantime you will also cultivate sincere 
sympathy with your fellow-countrymen in 
every walk of life. 

With these, and a proper appreciation of 
your obligation to your Government, you 
will be in possession of a perfectly natural 
and consistent preparation for the best cit- 
izenship, and will find that the most ad- 
vanced education will neither be damaged 
nor tarnished by contact with political con- 
cerns. It is absolutely certain that we are 
in need of reinforcements in the ranks of 
good citizenship. It is no less certain that 
our schools and colleges can, in a large 
measure, supply the necessary help. of 
through the indifference or refusal of our 
educated men it be not forthcoming, the 
fault that Hes at their doors is little less 
than criminal. Since patriotism underlies 
good citizenship, you should avoid a mis- 
conception 2f a meaning of this word. I 
believe there is sometimes a tendency to 
think patriotism is something bellicose and 
defiant, best illustrated by noisily bragging 
of our National prowess, quarrelsomely 
seeking some one who dare dispute it, and 
threatening war against the combined world 
on the slightest pretext. , 


What True Patriotism Is. 


Of course, true patriotism is a very differ- 
ent thing. If it be exhibited by the man 
who leaves home and friends for our flag in 
war, and risks his life in his country’s quar- 
rel, it is none the less exhibited by the wife 
and mother who remains at home to weep 


and mourn. If it animate the leader of sol- 
diers in the field, it may no less animate 
the conscientious teacher at home who pre- 
pares men for the faithful discharge of 
civic duty in time of peace. If it incite an 
army to deeds of heroism, it should also in- 
cite constant and disinterested thought and 
action of the vast army of _ thoughtful, 
peaceful. citizens who have in their keeping 
the preservation of that National integrity 
and honor which constitute their country’s 
life and hope. Do not fail to gain by study 
and reflection a just apprehension of the 
purposes and objects for which our Govern- 
ment was established, to the end that you 
may detect any proposed departure from 
such purposes and objects and be able to 
form an opinion as to its justification or de- 
sirability. You will provanix be led by your 
reflections and studies to the conclusion 
that our Government was formed for the 
express purpose of creating in a new world 
a new Nation, the foundation of which 
should be man’s self-government, whose 
safety and prosperity should be secure in 
its absolute freedom from Old World com- 
plications and in its renunciations of all 
schemes of foreign conquest, and whose mis- 
sion should be the subjection to civilization 
and industrial occupation of the vast do- 
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main in which it has taken root. If you 
lieve those tnines’ do not permit any a 
cusation of ultra and progressive conserv: 
tism to trouble you. 
If, then, the suggestion is made that

As an illustration of our past methods, {t 
may occur to you that, tnough this Na- 
tion is young, we have within its short ex- 
istence, by close adherence to our original 
designs and purposes, astonished the world 


by our progress and the development of our 
vast possessions. With our first century’s 
tremendous growth and advance before your 
eyes as proof of the strength and efficiency 
of consistent Americanism, you will find in 
the beginning of our second century proof 
of the abundence of our present domain in 
millions of acres of American territory still 
unoccupied while hundreds of Government 
officials wait to bestow it upon settlers, You 


will also see other large acres of American : 


soil yet untrodden by the feet of man, while 
our gates are still standing open to receive 
those who shall come from other lands to 
share our homes and privileges. In view of 
these things, and considering our achieve- 
ments in the past and our promise for the 
future, Mercere | what we ve done and 
what we have been, and what yet remains 
for us to do under the guidance of the rules 
and motives which have thus far governed 
our_ National life, you surely are entitled 
to demand the best of reasons for a change 
in our policy and conduct, and to exact a 
conclusive explanation of the conditions 
which make our acquisition of new and dis- 
tant territory either justifiable, prudent, or 
necessary. 


The War Measure “ Necessity ” Theory 


Perhaps you should be satisfied with the 
excuse that such acquisition is necessary by 
way of warlike preparation or precaution. 
This, however, will immediately suggest to 
you that we have found heretofore a con- 
stant source of congratulation in the fact 


that the contemplation of war and its con- 
tingencies is not and should not be familiar 
to our ordinary National life; that it has 
also been our boast that a large standing 
military establishment and warlike precau- 
tions are not among the needs of the peo- 
ple whose victories are those of peace, and 
whose immunity from armed conflict is 
found in their freedom from foreign rela- 
tionships that give birth to war, and that, 
though it has been abundantly demonstrated 
that the courage and splendid fighting quali- 
ties of our countrymen will never fail in 
time of need, it is still a grave question 
whether the cheapening of eur estimate of 
the value of peace by dwelling upon war and 
warlike preparation is calculated to improve 
the quality of our National character. These 
considerations naturally lead me to counsel 
you against the danger of allowing the 
bright dress and gay trappings which war 
puts on to divert your attention from the 
ugly features that belong to it, as seen in 
the ight of true American citizenship, 

The danger of such a diversion may arise 
from restless enthusiasm, which is by no 
means unattractive, or from our admira- 
tion for deeds of valor which is a National 
characteristic, or from the fascination of 
dangerous adventure never found without 
bravery, or from the love of the glory of 
successful battle which is almost an im- 
pulse of humanity, or frora a tendency to 
combativeness which if not altogether 
lovely and amiable, is regarded by genuine 
Americans with benevolent toleration. It 
is difficult to deal with the question of war 
at this time and avoid misconception and 
misrepresentation. But we are consider- 
ing American citizenship and endeavoring 
to find its best and most useful character- 
istics, and how they can be most effectively 
cultivated and securely preserved. From 
this standpoint war is a hateful thing, which 
we should shun and avoid as antagonistic 
to the objects of our National existence; 
as threatening demoralization to our Na-« 
tional character, and as obstructive to our 
National destiny. If you believe this you: 
should stand bravely for your belief, even 
though a shower of stupid calls may fill the 
air; if on account of this belief you are 
called milksops and cowards wanting peace 
at any price you will find yourselves in 
splendid companionship. 


Grant, Sherman, Sheridan,‘and Dewey. 


The great American General of this coune 
try, after leading immense armies to vic- 
tory and after having served two terms as 
President of the United States, said: “I 
never went into a battle willingly or with 


enthusiasm. I was always glad when a 
battle was over. I never want to com- 
mand another army. I take no interest in 
armies.”” When he wrote: ‘“ Let us have 
peace,”” he gave to his countrymen of this 
future generation the most inspiring exam- 
ple of greatness and true American citizen- 
ship. Sherman, who marched to the sea 
and had his full share of the glories and 
triumphs of war, gave his own description 
of it in nis own style when he said, “* War 
is hell.’””. The dashing and impetuous Sher- 
idan declared long after ‘‘ Sheridan’s Ride ” 
had been read and sung and after his exe 
perience of war at home had been supple- 
mented by his observation of war abroad, 
‘*The more I have seen of war the more 
I have despised it.’* 

We are told that the brave and gallant 
Dewey, whose recent daring achievements 
and successes in war have added new glo- 
ries and lustre to his country’s name and 
aroused the enthusiasm and admiration of 
every American, while waiting in a foreign 
port for the command that sent him to the 
scene of his victory, wrote these words to 
his sister: ‘‘ But, after all, war is a terri- 
ble thing, and some way out of the dilemma 
may, be found without resorting to it.’ 


Where War Is Justified. 


While thus suggesting to you the forbid- 
ding traits of war I should be guilty of an 
attempt to mislead if I fail to promptly re- 
mind you that there are conditions which 
not only justify war, but make a resort to 
it a duty. No nation, however peacefully 


inclined and whatever the consequences 
may be, can determine that it will in no 
circumstances engage in war. Bad as it is 
and deplorable as its incidents are, no Gov- 
ernment can refuse war at the risk of im- 
periling its existence or sacrificing the 
rights and interests it holds in trust for its 
people and for humanity and civilization. Of 
course, we cannot be entirely exempt from 
the conditions which may force a nation 
intO war any more than an individual can 
be exempt from the incidents that may 
force the most peaceful man to a personal 
encounter. In view of such an unescapable 
liability, to be brought face to face with 
the question of war, and in view of war’s 
real nature and its demoralizing effect upon 
our National life and character, we cannot 
fail to be most seriously impressed by the 
reflection that we have expressly authorized 
those to whom we have intrusted our pub- 
lic affairs to determine for us the momen- 
tous mission of peace or war, and that if 
the determination be for war our ready and 
unquestioning acquiescence becomes patri- 
otism, and the support of our country’s in- 
tention becomes good citizenship. 

How, then. shall the people protect them- 
selves against the folly of a departure from 
their National purposes and against the 
crime of unnecessary and unjustifiable war? 
Manifestly by an intelligent study of their 
part of the character of the Government 
and the exaction of a clear apprehension on 
the part of those who would represent them 
in public life of their National mission and 
of the baleful effect of war upon a nation’s 
health. The consideration emphasized in 
the strongest possible manner the impors- 
tance of a large participation by thought- 
ful and educated men in political affairs. 
Nothing, however, will be found sufficient 
as a protection of the people against bee 
trayal if conscience and moral courage are 
lacking. Intelligence, study, and knowl- 
edge are not protective agencies unless they 
are regular and guided by a conscienetious 
and serious desire to do right, and by an 
unswerving adherence to patriotic convic- 
tion. 

I have thus indicated the combination of 
conditions and forces that promise protec- 
tion to our people against the heedless sac-~ 
rifice of the safety and prosperity which 
peace insures and which will prove adequate 
for the preservation of that constancy to 
National motives which waits to bless and 
crown our future, and these combined con- 
ditions and forces constitute genuine Amere 
ican good citizenship. 


Moral Courage Needed. 


In our present predicament of war we 
need have no fear that American courage, 
in battle will fail to bring us victory, ,but I 
pray -you not to forget that when the clash 
of arms is stilled and the courage of the 
soldiec has done its work we shall greatly 


need, in dealing with a problem that will 
then confront us, a steaay and uncompro- 
mising moral courage which, unmoved by 
clamor and undisturbed by the excitement 
of triumph, will demand the bers, that 
true American citizenship desires to be right 
and just and safe. 

“In conclusion, let me assure you who 
are soon to meet the responsibilities that 
attend the activities of American life, thag 
if you would obtain the highest usefulness 
of good citizenship, you must aot eur 


time has come for our Nation to abandon 
its old landmarks and to follow the i 


attempt to enforce the simple machinery — 
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clearly apprehend our Nationa] purposes 


and missions, but, must also cultivate the 
assertive and constant moral courage that 
alone can make your patriotic intention ef- 
fective. If you are tempted to Fa nage 
drift with the current of thoughtless popu- 
lar —a look carefully to see if the 
etream runs In a safe direction. Remem- 
ber that to descend is easy. Bravely re- 
solve that, with ‘ heart within and God over- 
head,’ you will determine your obligations to 
your country by the tests of right and con- 
ecience. Thus when you are called to serv~- 
ice in the ranks of good citizenship, you will 
be armed and equipped with a correct ap- 

rehension of your country’s ee poe oR, 

earty willingness to strive fo ’ 
and with a moral courage that will never 
surrender in her cause.” 


RECEPTION TO OSCAR S. STRAUS 


The National Civic Club Honors the 
New Minister to Turkey-—Discour- 
ages Colonial Expansion. 

A reception was tendered last night to 
Oscar 8S. Straus, recently oppointed Minis- 
ter to Turkey by President McKinley, at 
the National Civic Club of Brooklyn. The 
club parlors on Montague Street were filled 
with many of the most prominent citizens 
of Brooklyn, including ex-Congressman W. 
PD. Bynum, Gen. Horatio C. King. Gen. 
Stewart L. Woodford, St. Clair McKelway, 
Henry Hentz, the Rev. Dr. S. D. McCon- 
nell, Thomas BE. Pearsall, Ernst Nathan, 
George Foster Peabody, Robert H. Roy, 
Henry Yonge, J. Warren Greene, Gen. A. C. 
Barnes, Major John D. Kieley, Thomas G. 

Shearman, and Charles J. Edwards. 

A notable illustration of the differences 
of opinion over the prospect that the United 
Btates will embark in colonial enterprises 
was afforded in the speeches of Mr. Straus 


and St. Clair McKelway, editor of The 
Brooklyn Eagle. President Frederic W. 
Hinrichs of the club presided and introduced 
Mr. Straus. 

Mr. Straus spoke of the triumphs of di- 

lomacy, and referred to the Congress of 

erlin as a notable instance. ‘“ Disraeli, 

he said, “brought home to his grateful 
sovereign a victory far more important and 
significant than that of Balaklava. He 
brought with him the inestimable blessings 
of peace with honor.” After referring to 
the enormous expense which a modern war 
entails, Mr. Straus recounted the contribu- 
tions made by American diplomacy to the 
law of nations, naming particularly the 
principle that a subject has a right to 
change his allegiance, and the extension of 
the laws of neutrality. Next he spoke of 
the early enunciaticn and constant main- 
tenance of the American policy of non- 
interference in European politics. ° 

“Our neutral and continental policy,’” he 
said, ‘“‘ was summed up with prophetic fore- 
sight by Washington when he counseled 
friendly relations with all, entangling alli- 
ances with none. We have not outgrown 
the guidance and wisdom of these prophets 
of our destiny, [Applause] and let us never, 
in the hour of triumph’or in the day of our 
magnificent power and strength, be_ led 
astray from the wisdom of these prophets 
or be tempted by what may appear expe- 
diency for the moment.” a 

Mr. McKelway followed. ‘“ To the degree, 
he said, “which this appointment vindi- 
cates the doctrine of fit men for fit func- 
tions. we are glad, Mr. Straus, and you 
ought to be.”” Mr. McKelway’s difference 
with Mr. Straus on the subject of imper- 
falism was expressed as follows: 

“You, Mr. Straus, are the Minister desig- 
nate of a republic of forty-five States, four 
Territories, and one Federal] District. <A 
new form of membership of the Union may 
be evolved before you shall reach your place 
of duty, or soon after—perhaps before you 
leave us. An era of growth, expansion, re- 
sponsibility, in the opinions of some of us, 
is opening to the United States. We may 
not all be of one mind on that or on the 
beauties of that here. But if any of you 
differ from me on that subject your sin- 
cerity is unquestionable, and the time for 
the correction of your error will be ample. 
And if you. Sir, differ from me in that mat- 
ter, you will be able, under the disenchant- 
ment of distance, to cast an almost retro- 
Spective look upon contemporaneous events, 
and your error or mistake will be as amend- 
able as could be desired.”” (Laughter.) 

Gen, Woodford, who received an ovation 
when he entered, was then called upon and 
spoke briefly, recalling the fact that two of 
the Ambassadors at Madrid were diplomatic 
associates of Mr. Straus at Constantinople, 
and that to Mr. Straus’s introduction of him 
to them he was indebted for the confidence 
which they reposed in him.

NEW BRUNSWICK, N. J., June 21.—The 
one hundred and thirty-second commence- 
ment of Rutgers College took place to-day. 
The first important event of the day was 
the alumni dinner, which was held 
Winants Hall in the afternoon, and at 
which 275 alumni were present. Dr. Scott, 
President of the college, presided. Several 
speeches were made, Edward Dawson re 
spending for the graduating class. The 
Trustees of the college met during the 
afternoon and conferred these degrees: Doc- 
tor of Divinity, upon the Rev. John H. 
Karsten, ’60, of Michigan, and upon Prof. 
Gillespie of the Theological Seminary of 
this city; Doctor of Laws, upon Edward G. 
Janeway, 60, of New York City. This even- 
ing the graduation exercises took place in 
Ballantine Gymnasium.

50 DROWN AT A LAUNCHING 
Battleship Albion Engulfs 200 Spec- 


tators Who Watch Her Maiden 
Plunge in England. 


MANY BODIES TAKEN OUT 


Working People Crowded on a Forbid- 
den Staging and Were Swept Into 
the Sea—Col. Hay and Mrs. 

Hay Present. 


LONDON, June 21.—The new British bat- 
tleship Albion drowned upward of fifty per- 
sons as she slid into the water at Blackwall 
to-day. The bodies of five men, eighteen 
women, and eleven children have been re- 


covered, 

The Albion is a first-class battleship of 
12,500 tons, and the Duchess of York per- 
formed the ceremony of christening. The 
United States Ambassador, Col. John Hay, 
was present with Mrs. Hay, and Lieut. J. C. 
Colwell, the Naval Attaché of the Embassy, 
assisted at the ceremonies, which attracted 
besides the distinguished guests great num- 
bers of laboring people, who took a holiday 
for the occasion. They trespassed on the 
shipbuilding yard where the launching took 
place, and the police were unable to keep 
the crowds from going upon a staging which 
they had been warned against. 

As the great mass of steel] slid into the 
water an immense wave rose and submerged 
the staging where 200 people stood. The 
backwash of the ship swept nearly all of 
them into the water. Many were picked up 
by rowboats and brought ashore, but the 
others were carried away by the flood tide 
which was running and drowned. 

About sixty of the spectators were injured 
and had to receive surgical treatment. 

Many plucky rescues of drowning persons 
were made by on-lookers. 

Heart rending scenes were witnessed when 
the bodies of children and other relatives 
of those who escaped the disaster were re- 
covered and brought to the land. 

The Duchess of York and Colonel and Mrs. 
Hay and the remainder of the distinguished 
guests were unable to see the accident, 
which occurred at the moment when three 
cheers were called for the successful launch. 
and the cries and screams of the victims 
were drowned ty the outburst of hurrahs 
and the steamers’ syrens. 

The water was alive with struggling peo- 
ple and — debris. It was a scene of 
terrible confusion. The shrieks of the un- 
fortunate people mingled with the cheers 
over the successful launching. 

Fortunately there was plenty of help near 
in the shape of police boats and other craft. 
The shipbuilders with drags and the fire- 
men who were employed in an ornamental 
capacity at the ceremony were all prompt 
in affording succor. A number of. nurses 
had come to witness the launching. Some 
of these and many others were revived by 
artificial respiration. Some were injured by 
‘colliding with the debris. 

There was an ample supply of restoratives 
soon available, and everything possible was 
done for the rescued, many of whom were 
in a state of complete collapse. 

The Duke and Duchess of York have tele- 
graphed assurances of their profound re- 
gret and sympathy. 

Thousands who witnessed the launching, 
including the royal party, left the scene 
quite ignorant of the disaster. The stag- 
ing that was destroyed had been erected for 
workmen near the stern of the Japanese 
cruiser in course of construction in the 
Blackwell yards. It was a light structure, 
about fifty feet long, and notices had been 
posted waraing the public that it was dan- 
gerous, 


The Albion is a first-class steel battleship 
of 12,950 tons, 390 feet long, 74 feet broad, 
and drawing 25 feet 5 inches of water. She 
is to have 13,500 indicated horse power, has 
two propellers, and cost about $4,000,000. 
The new battleship has eight inches of Har- 
veyized steel on her sides, six inches on her 
bulkheads, and from twelve to five inches 
on her gun positions. Her armored deck is 
from two to three inches in thickness, her 
estimated speed is nearly nineteen knots, 
she is to carry 1,850 tons of coal, her crew 
is to number 700 men, and her armament is 
to consist of 4 twelve-inch guns, 12 six-inch 
quick-firing guns, and 18 smaller quick-fir- 
ing guns, with 5 torpedo tubes. 


German Soldier Wounds Gen. von 


Rabe at a Review. 


BERLIN, June 21.—During a military re- 
view to-day at Deutsch Eylau, near Oste- 
rode, East Prussia, a soldier in the ranks, 


whose identity is not yet established, fired 
at Gen. von Rabe. wounding him in the 
leg and killing his horse. 

A searching investigation is proceeding. 


POPE LEO HAS RECOVERED. 


Transacts Business and Walks Out 
After an Attack of Rheumatism. 


ROME, June 21.—In consequence of the 
renewal of alarming reports as to the health 
of the Pope, Dr. Lapponi, his physician, 
to-day said: 

‘“‘His Holiness has quite recovered from a 
slight attack of rheumatism in the shoulder. 


To-day he has transacted business and 
promenaded in the gardens as usual.” 


SIR TATTON SYKES VINDICATED. 


His Signature Forged to a Loan Made 
to Lady Sykes. 


LONDON, June 21.—The suit of Baron 
Rothschild and others as Trustees of the 
Aliiance Assurance Company to recover 
from Sir Tatton Sykes, the Yorkshire Bar- 
onet, the sum of £1,000, ($5,000,) being an 
installment loan advanced to Lady Sykes 
upon a deed purporting to be signed by Sir 
Tatton, was concluded to-day ‘with a ver- 
dict for Sir Tatton Sykes, who pleaded 
that the signature was a forgery. During 
the course of the evidence Lady Sykes 
maintained the genuineness of the signa- 
ture, 


KAISER’S THEATRE SPEECH. 


BERLIN, June 21.—The official text of 
Emperor William’s speech to the company 
of the Roya! Theatre, delivered on June 16, 
was published to-day. The following are ex- 
tracts from his Majesty’s remarks: 

“The theatre should be the instrument of 
the. monarch, and, like the school and uni- 
versity, work for the preservation of the 


highest spiritual qualities of cur noble Ger- 
man Fatherland. 

“The theatre is also one of my weapons. 

“It is the duty of the monarch to interest 
himself in the theatre, as I have seen by the 
example of my father and grandfather, for 
the theatre can be an immense power in 
his hands. 

“The artists must aid the Emperor to 
serve the cause of idealism, with firm confi- 
dence in God, and to continue the fight 
against materialism and the un-German 
ways to which many of the German play- 
houses have, unfortunately, already de- 
scended.”’ 

The general manager, in returning thanks, 
assured his Majesty that the Royal Theatre 
would gain new victories for dramatic art 
under the Emperor’s guidance.

M. Sarrien, a respectable Deputy and ex- 
Minister without a following worthy of note, 
who has held positions in French Cabinets 
because it added to the tone of the general 
organization to have him there, is apparent- 
ly M. Faure’s last and desperate choice. 
Now that Sarrien has failed it is impossible 
to name off-hand a man who can succeed in 
aie a strong Cabinet about him. 

The failure of M. Sarrien was to be ex- 
pected under the circumstances, for it is not 
a time when respectability without strong 
backing in the Chamber can maintain a 
successful Government in France. M. Sar- 
rien is fifty-eight years old, and has been a 
Deputy since 1876. April 6, 1885, he was 
made Minister of Posts and Telegraphs in 
Brisson’s Cabinet. He resigned, with tne 
rest of the members, Dec. 28, 1885, but al- 
most immediately became Minister of the 
Interior in the Cabinet formed by M. Frey- 
cinet in January, 1886; in the same yew 
(Dec. 11) he became Minister of Justice in 
M. Globet’s Cabinet. He was’made Minister 
of the Interior Dec. 12, 1887, in the Cabinet 
of M. Tirard, which lasted for _ three 
months. M. Sarrien is a Knight of the Le- 
gion of Honor; in politics he has always 
been a Republican, extreme and moderate 
by turns; at present he is a moderate.

DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 


.Peter Niles Keteltas, 


Peter Niles Keteltas, who died on Satur- 
day in the Bloomingdale Insane Asylum, 
was buried yesterday in the Moravian Cem- 
etery, at New Dorp, Staten Island. The 
funeral services were held in the old house, 
at South Beach, Staten Island, which the 
Keteltas family has occupied for several 
generations. 

Mr. Keteltas was born on Staten Island 
in 1828. He was the son of Capt. John S. 
Keteltas, and through his father was a 


direct descendant of the eldest of three 
Keteltas brothers, who came over from Hol- 
land in 1649, and who settled respectively 
on Staten Island, Long Island, and New 
York, then New Amsterdam. A sister, Jane 
Keteltas, who accompanied them, married 
a Mr. Beekman, an ancestor of the well- 
known Beekman family. From the New 
York Keteltas ancestor are descended the 
members of the family of that name in 
this city, of whom Mrs. George Peabody 
Wetmore is a member. 

Capt. John Keteltas over 100 years ago 
porreess the beach and meadow lands be- 
ind them which are now the resort known 
as South Beach, and which has become 
very valuable. Until its coming into use as 
a Summer resort, however, about ten years 
ago, this beach and the meadow lands 
were only visited by occasional fishermen, 
gunners, and ‘“‘ sand robbers,”’ as the Cap- 
tains of schooners and sloops which visited 
the ‘beach and removed loads of sand for 
building purposes in New York were called. 
The last of their South Beach property 
was sold by the Keteltas family to Freder- 
ick Bachmann, the brewer, a few weeks 
ago: Mr. Keteltas was thoroughly versed 
in the history of Staten Island. Like his 
father, he devoted his life to farming and 
fishing. He is survived by a widow, two 
daughters, and two sons. 


Myron A, Cooney. 


Myron A. Cooney, editor of The Albany 
Argus from 1885 until 1891, died yesterday 
at Albany, aged fifty-seven years. He was 
born in Dublin, and received a college edu- 
cation there. He came’to this country in 
1860, went South, and became clerk on a 
Mississippi steamboat. On the breaking out 
of the war he came NoYth and engaged as a 


war correspondent of The New York Her- 
ald. At the close of the war he became 
The Herald’s musical and dramatic editor. 
While holding this post he did a good deal 
of musical writing. He was well equipped 
for that sort of work, being a natural mu- 
sician and also having a thorough musical 
education. He wrote English librettos of a 
number of operas, and composed a musical 
Roman drama, “ Caecilia,’’ for the Convent 
of the Sacred Heart of Sharon, which wag 
presented on @ large scale by the Lazarist 
Fathers of Baltimore in 1874. He also 
wrote a large number of carols, waltzes, 
and songs, both words and music. His 
“ Nautilus Waltz,” first brought out by The- 
odore Thomas, was so popular that 50,000 
copies were sold. 

Mr. Cooney remained in New York from 
1865 to 1885, when he went to Albany to be- 
come editor in chief of The Argus. When 
he left that paper he took up the work of 
legislative correspondence for a number of 
newspapers. For several years he held the 
position of financial clerk in the Depart- 
ment of Public Instruction. Besides his 
musical and dramatic efforts, Mr. Cooney 
wrote and translated a large number of 
novels. 

Mr. Cooney is survived by his wife and 
two children. 


The Rev. Ebenezer Gay. 


The Rev. Ebenezer Gay, for the past five 
years rector of St. Peter’s Protestant Epis- 
copal Church, at Fernandina, Fla., died 
yesterday at St. Luke’s Hospital, aged six- 
ty-six years. He was born in Bridgewater, 
Mass., and for twenty-five years had been 


prominently identified with the missionary 
work of the Episcopal Church. For eight 
years he was President of the House of the 
Good Shepherd at Tompkin’s Cove, on the 
Hudson, and established a number of mis- 
sion houses along the Hudson River towns 
in New, Jersey and this State. In 1863 he 
married a daughter of Col. J. B. Wood, a 
banker of this city. He is survived by his 
widow and one son, Alexander Wood Gay, 
financial editor of The New York Press. 


James A, Simpson, 


James A. Simpson, a prominent resident 
of Westfield, N. J., died at his home yester- 
day morning from heart disease. He was 
in the shipping business, and had an office 
at 25 Coenties Slip. Mr. Simpson was a 
part owner in the Saranac, the vessel capt- 
ured by the Spaniards at Manila, with coal 
on board, which was subsequently released 
because of the victory of Admiral Dewey. 

Mr. Simpson was about forty-six years 
old, and at one time was Chairman of the 
Republican Executive Committee of Union 
County. He leaves a wife and two daugh- 
ters. Funeral services will be conducted to- 
morrow evening.

STOCK EXCHANGE WORK TO-DAY 


Governors of the New York Stock Ex- 
Change received last night memoranda of 
recomendations to be officially acted upon 
at their meeting to-day. 

No conclusions have been reached touch- 
ing the Mability of broker or customer for 
the war tax payable upon each sale of 100 
shares of stock. The matter will be sub- 
mitted at this afternoon’s meeting for dis- 


cussion by the full Board of Governors. 


Many new securities will be listed this 
afternoon, including $72,896,000 of the New 
York Central’s new 8 per cent. Lake Shore 
collateral coupon gold bonds and $26,146,000 
of the originally issued registered bonds, 

It has also been determined to list the se- 
curities of the new Pacific Coast Company, 
the corporate successor to the Oregon Im- 
provement Company. Chairman Granbery 
of the Stock List Committee presents the 
recomendation upon which the Governors 
will this afternoon list the new Pacific 
Coast Company securities, comprising 
$4,446,000 first mortgage 5 per cent. fifty- 
year gold coupon bonds, $1,515,500 5 per 
cent. non-cumulative first preferred stock, 
$3,914,400 4 per cent. non-cumulative second 
preferred stock, and $6,809,600 common 
stock. 


The Pacific Coast Company was organized 
Nov. 29, 1897, under the laws of the State 
of New ‘Jersey, in order to carry into effect 
the plan and agreement of reorganization of 
the Crogan Improvement Company, and 
incidentally thereto to acquire, hold, and 
dispose of the property rights, and fran- 
chises formerly of the Oregon Improve- 
ment Company which were sold, Nov. 6, 
1897, pursuant to decrees of the Circuit 
Court of the United States for the District 
of Washington, Northern Division, the Dis- 
trict of Oregon, and the Northern District 
of California, foreclosing the lien of two 
mortgages of the Qregon Improvement Com- 
pany to the Farmers’ Loan and Trust — 
pany; one its first mortgage, dated May 1 
1880, and the other, its second or consol- 
idated —— dated May 1, 1889, which 
were the only mortgages upon "the property 
of the said company. 

The Pacific Coast Company acquired said 
property, rights, and franchises formerly of 
the Oregon Improvement Company, on Dec. 
1, 1897, and since that date has been in 
possession and enjoyment of and operating 
the sanre. 

Under it: certificate of incorporation the 
company has power to engage in the busi- 
ness of mining and selling coal and other 
minerals, acquiring, maintaining, and oper- 
ating railways, tramways, and roadways 
in the States of Washington, Oregon, and 
California and the Territory of Alaska and 
- territory adjacent thereto, and _ build- 

ing or acquiring and maintaining and oper- 

ting steamships and other water craft be- 
toreen the ports on the Pacific Coast, in- 
cluding thuse of Alaska and the territory 
adjacent thereto; and also those of tributary 
waters. 

In fact, the company now conducts, either 
directly or through other corporations, all 
or nearly all of whose stocks and bonds it 
holds and owns, a railway business, a 
steamship business, and a coal-mining busi- 
ness.

MORE LEITER BUSINESS. 

Heavy liquidation of stocks last week 
popularly attributed to the account of 
young Mr. Leiter did not apparently make 
a clean sweep of his stock market commit- 
ments. From Chicago yesterday came a re- 
port that among the other purchases made 
by Mr. Leiter at the height of his success 
was a block of People’s Gas stock estimated 





the establishment of car-building works in 




























from 15,000 to 20,000 shares. He is said to 
have paid*‘over par for the stock. Accord- 
ing to the present representation, the young 
man had two partners in this particular 
transaction, one of them a New York oper- 
ator and the other a Chicago Board of 
Trade man, and Mr. Leiter’s two partners 
have for some days past been credited with 
trying to dispose of their block of stock at 
private sale. New York insiders, however, 
have been wary, and it is said that the un- 
happy partners of Mr. Leiter have been 
told that they must take less than they 
have asked or that they can try their luck 
at realizing in the open market. 

The Chicago attorney of the People’s Gas 
Company has arrived in New York. 

In addition to the still unsettled People’s 
Gas transaction, it is said that Mr. Leiter 
also has commitments in American To- 
bacco. The “ Leiter crowd’’—which may 
mean various things—are credited with hav- 
ing bought one of the big plug tobacco 
plants, and thus were able, while Mr. Leiter 
was financially strong, to interfere with the 
Tobacco Trust’s amalgamation scheme. 
Through this transaction Mr. Leiter and 
some of his followers got on the short side 
of Tobacco Trust stock, and they are un- 
derstood to still have an uncovered account 
there. 


DRY GOODS TRADE CONFIDENCE. 


Further expressions of opinion from dry 
goods trade authorities were yesterday 
given in answer to inquiries by a repre- 
sentative of THE NEw YorK TiIMEs. The 
outlook for future business is generally re- 
garded as very favorable. Mr. John N. 
Beach, an active member of the firm of 
Tefft, Weller & Co., said: 

“A period of unsettling suspense came 
with the probability of war between this 
country and Spain, and when hostilities 
actually broke out, this suspense became 
more acute. It was not long, however, be- 
fore business men made up their minds to 
reconcile themselves to the situation, and 
gradually the apprehension subsided. Prog- 
ress of hostilities demonstrated that trade 
was not likely to be seriously interrupted 
in any department, and.immediately there 
returned the former confidence, the effects 
of which are seen in every business circle. 
Improvement is again noticeable and great- 
er purchasing activity is renewed. At pres- 
ent the outlook in the dry goods line is 
very favorable. 

“The better conditions known to prevail 
all over the country give good reason for 
expecting a time of prosperit.. As soon 
as it was generally appreciated that the 
war was not of a threatening character, 
business men concluded that the best course 
to pursue was to go ahead and do business 
oblivious of the existence of war. Matters 
have moved along satisfactorily, and pros- 
pects for Fall trade are extremely good. 

“There is an excellent general demand for 
dry goods from all parts of the country. 
During the month of May the bad weather 
retarded sales in near-by territory to some 
extent, but now that fine weather has suc- 
ceeded this, that trade has shown a very 
decided improvement. The prospects of dry 
goods in the West and South are remarka- 
bly good, reflecting the much changed con- 
ditions in these sections. 

‘““No boom is going on, but demand is 
steady, and it grows better daily. Sound 
conditions throughout the country are hav- 
ing their proper influence on the dry goods 
movement, and reports from the war 
strengthen the confidence felt in the future 
of the trade.,”’ 





*,* 
Col. William L. Strong also showed his 
faith in the dry goods situation when 


asked for his opinion yesterday on that sub- 
ject. The ex-Mayor was very brief, bur 
he gave expression to a-few sentences of 
emphatic hopefulness. Col. Strong said: 
“All I have to say may be summed up 
in this: ‘‘ There is a very great improve- 
ment in the dry goods business and the 
feeling in the district is exceedingly hope- 
ful. A wonderful change is obvious, and 
it is a change for the better. From now 
on we look for a lively and profitable trade, 
and we have not the least idea that any- 


one.) will happen to disappoint our expecta- 
ons. 





THE BIG FOUR DEAL. 

A Chicago rumor upon which some Wall 
Street people who should be in a position 
to know lay great stress, asserts that as 
soon as the pending Big Four deal pro- 
gresses far enough to assure to that prop- 
erty the control of the soft coal trade, the 
road is to beoome a part of the New York 
Central system. In some quarters the pre- 
dictions of New York Central buoyancy 
in the near future are based upon such de- 
velopments, 


SUGAR TRUST BEARS. 


Sugar Trust showed decided weakness 
yesterday, the room traders hammering it 
aggressively because of the progress made 
by the Hawaiian annexation scheme. At 
the opening the stock sold at 133, and then 
ran down sharply nearly to 130. A later 
rally cut down the net loss to less than 
2 per cent. Undoubtedly there is in Sugar 
Trust a very large short interest, made up 
chiefly of the professionals of Wall Street 
who for quite a while past have been very 
bearish on the stock. Their short selling 
has been influenced chiefly by the Hawalian 
annexation matter, and the withdrawal of 
inside support has allowed them to do 
pretty much as they pleased with the 
stock, On the decline, however, there has 
been some very good buying. During the 
past thirty days over 30,000 shares of Su- 
gar Trust have been shipped to Boston, 
much of which was bought at considerably 
higher prices than now prevail, 





BALTIMORE AND OHIO PLAN. 


Wall Street paid considerable attention 
yesterday to the Baltimore and Ohio re- 
organization plan, reports as to the details 
of which were to be met with on every 
hand. The plan itself was not officially 
made public, but according to the reports 
there is to be created $70,000,000 prior lien 
8% per cent. bonds on the main line of the 
property and $63,000,000 first mortgage 4 
per cent. bonds, which are to be a second 
mortgage on the main line. New preferred 
stock is to be issued to the amount of 
$40,000,000 and new common stock to the 
amount of $35,000,000. Upon the present 
common stock there is to be paid an as- 
sessment of 20 per cent., for which the 
stock is to receive an equal amount of the 
new preferred stock. This will take up 
$5,000,000 of the $40,000,000 new preferred 
stock, leaving $35,000,000 to be used for the 
conversion of bonds. For this latter pur- 
pose there is also $10,000,000 of common 
stock, the old $25,000,000 common having 
been raised to $35,000,000. 

The Street busily engaged itself figuring 
out status and proper market value of pres- 
ent Baltimore and Ohio common stock. The 
stock yesterday sold around 19. It is to 
pay $20 a share assessment, bringing it up 
to $389. For this payment the stock gets 
$20 of preferred stock, which was yester- 
day 50 bid, making its present market value 
$10. Thus the present common stock stands 
at $29, figuring upon its present market 
price. 


SPIRITS STOCKS BUOYANT. 


American Spirits stocks showed new 
strength yesterday, the preferred running 
up 2 points, to 87%, and the common ad- 
vancing to 14%.. Both stocks held all of 
their, gains to the close. Brokers who 
were aggressive buyers of the issues in 
their recent buoyancy were again active 
yesterday. Of late there have been many 
hints going through Wall Street stating in 
effect that the new combination of outside 
interests will not be at all friendly to the 
company, and apparently there have been 
efforts to work the stock down on these 
intimations. American Spirits interests 





have laughed at such abet: and have been 

in nowise concerned about them. A set- 
tlement of the whole matter is predicted 
July 1. 


FOREIGN OROP DAMAGE. 


It was announced yesterday from Chicago 
that cash wheat held by important North- 
western interests is to be pooled with the 
Leiter wheat, the whole to be put in charge 
of Mr. Armour to be marketed. , These 
Northwestern holdings have naturally been 
competing with the Leiter wheat, and one 
has served to spoil the market for the 
other. Together with these reports come 
stories regarding damage to the crops in 
France and Russia. Because powerful 
interests are known to be at work to put 
up the price of wheat, stories of crop dam- 
age may possibly be given less attention 
than they would ordinarily be. It should be 
kept in mind, however, that the foreign 
crops are now in no better condition than 
they were at this time a year ago, just 
before they went to pieces. The state of 
affairs in foreign grain markets indicates 
that experts there do not consider crop 
prospects any too good. 











MANHATTAN INACTIVE. 


Manhattan Elevated continues inactive.

PROTESTS IN CUSTOMS CASES. 


The Board of Classification of the United 
States General Appraisers began yesterday 
the hearing of the Summer calendar of cus- 
toms cases which have been brought be- 
fore it from ali parts of the country. Most 
of the day was spent in going over the cal- 
endar, which is a very long one.. A large/ 
number of cases were continued, there were 
many applications for suspension, some 
cases were abandoned by the protestants, 
and the others were placed for hearing. 
Several “administration’’ cases were heard, 


such as applications for relief from clerical 
errors in invoices, &c. The board made 
public yesterday a number of decisions, the, 
most important being: 


A protest made by Russmann, Galland & 
Wechmar against a decision of the Collector at 
this port was overruled. Their merchandise 
was ai dentifrice and was assessed for 
duty as an alcoholic toilet article at 60 cents a 
pound and 45 per cent. ad valorem, under Para- 
graph 2, act of 1897, and was claimed to be 
dutiable as a medicinal preparation containing 
alcohol, under. Paragraph 67. Evidence was in- 
troduced to show that the article was considered 
by some people to be a remedy for toothache, 
sore gums, sore mouth, and sore throat. The 
board says: ** Dentifrices may, indeed, have 
medicinal virtues; but they are and have been 
classified in tariffs as well as in trade as tolflet 
rather than medicinal preparations. Non-alcoholice 
dentifrices are named among the toilet articles 
provided for in Paragraph .70 of the act of 1897, 
and we are of the opinion that alcoholic denti- 
frices are embraced in the provision of Para- 

2, for toilet preparations containing alco- 


Field & Co. appealed from a ruling 
of the Collector at Chicago, assessing for duty 
on so-called *‘ rhinestone buttons,’’ made of metal 
and paste, at 35 per cent. ad valorem as ‘ glass 
buttons,’’ under Paragraph 317, act of 1894, 
claiming that they were dutiable at 25 per cent. 
ad valorem, urder Paragraph 351, as manufacte 
ures of paste, or of whic paste is the come 
ponent material of chief value. The board re 
versed the Collector’s decision, with instructions 
to reliquidate the entries. 

The board sustained the action of the Collector 
at Burlington, Vt., in assessing a duty of 1 cent 
per, quart upon ripe blueberries and raspberries 
from Canada. It also affirmed an assessment 
of duty made by the Collector at St. Paul, Minn., 
against which Ward Brothers protested. A sam- 
ple of the merchandise in this case was a 
souvenir album consisting of two covers inclosing 
three strips of lithographic prints pasted together 
to make one piece 9 feet long and 6 inches wide, 
and folded into twelve pages, each page showing 
a separate picture. The measurements were; 
Whole piece, 648 square inches; each of the 
three strips, 216 square inches, adn each page, 54 
square inches. The.merchandise was-assessed at 
8 cents a pound, under Paragraph 400, act of 
1897, for lithographic prints under 400 square 
inches cutting size in dimensions, and was 
claimed to be dutiable at 35 per cent., under said 
paragraph, or at 25 per cent., under Paragraph 
403. The appellant contended that the measure 
of the whole piece of three strips should be taken 
in estimating the cutting size in dimensions, but 
the board held that the goods are more specially 
provided for as lithographic prints than as books, 
and that the cutting size in dimensions does not 
exceed 400 square inches,

The Manhattan Company’s Reply 
to the Board Regarding the 
West Street Franchise. 


THREE DEMANDS REJECTED 


Company Refuses to Pay 5 Per Cent. 
Rentals, to Submit to Intervention 
in Litigation, or to Bind 
Its Future Action. 














The Extension Committee of the Manhat- 
tan Railway Company met yesterday to 
consider the communication received by 
President George J. Gould from Alexander 
E. Orr, President of the Board of Rapid 
Transit Commissioners, embodying’ the 
action of the board at last Thursday’s meet- 
ing with reference to the company’s appli- 
cation for the West Street franchise. Mr. 
Orr’s letter contained fifteen numbered 
propositions, and the committee decided to 
reply to them seriatim, accepting some with 
slight modifications and rejecting others. 

The Manhattan Company declines to pay 
the 5 per cent. rental demanded by the 
Rapid Transit Board, and refuses to agree 
that the board shall have the right to in- 
tervene in legal proceedings to acquire the 
right of way for the proposed line. It also 
rejects the demand that it shall bind itself 
not to oppose any other rapid transit plan, 
including, of course, the board’s project for 
the construction of an underground road. 
With respect to this last proposition the 
company has received legal advice to the 
effect that the stipulation proposed by the 
board would not be valid. It is asserted 
that a corporation has no right to enter into 
an agreement affecting its future policy. 
The members of the Extension Committee 
are of the opinion that the clause proposed 
by the board, if left in the contract, would 
only be productive of litigation. 

With these three exceptions the company 
practically agrees to the demands of the 
board, although it suggests certain slight 
modifications on other points. With refer- 
ence to these matters of detail, it proposes 
a conference between its counsel and the 
counsel for the board to settle the disputed 
points. It is distinctly declared, however, 
that the company’s lawyers shall not have 


authority to enter into an agreement on the 
matter of rentals, and it is intimated that 
the company’s reject.on of the two other 
demands mentioned above is final. 

After the meeting of the Extension Com- 
mittee, Mr. Gould communicated its action 
by letter to Mr. Orr. Secretary Lewis L. 
Delafie.d of the Rapid Transit Board said 
late yesterday afternoon that Mr. Gould’s 
letter had not been received, and that no 
action upon it could be taken until the 
meeting of the board to-morrow. He de- 
clined to discuss the questions remaining 
in controversy in advance of the receipt of 
the formal reply of the Manhattan Com- 
pany. 
5 Mr. Gould’s Letter. 


Mr. Gould's letter to Mr. Orr is as follows: 
Replying to your letter published in the daily 


Papers of June 17 and bearing date June ¥, a 
copy of which was received by me yesterday, 
dated June 16, I am directed to state that this 


company declines for the present to discuss tne 
personal issues raised in your communication 
and will not be drawn into eny further contro- 
versy of this nature with your board. More taan 
four months ago, on Feb. 7 last, I suggested to 
your board, with much deference, that letter 
writing should cease ani that action should take 
the place of words. I reiew that suggestion now. 

I am authorized to submit the following reply 
to the fifteen subdivisions of your communication, 

1. The Obligation to Construét.—A franchise 
modified as indicated in this subdivision of your 
letter will be satisfactory to this company pro- 
vided intervention in suits be omitted. 

2. Grade Crossings.—A franchise modified, as 
indicated in this subdivision of your letter, will 


, be satisfactory to this company provided power be 


conferred upon this company to make such addi- 
tional connections as may be necessary to meet 
the varying demands of its traffic. 

3. Interference with Other Rapid Transit.—We 
cannot accept a franchiss which will hmit the 
policy of this company in the future in the man- 
ner prop: sed by. your board. 

4. Rentals.—This company will not pay a rental 
of 5 per cent. of gross passenger receipts of the 
West Street line, whether this franchise be con- 
sidered in connection with the ‘‘ Bowery and 
Third and Ninth Avenue tracks ’”’ or as ‘‘ an iso- 
lated grant.’’ 

5. Readjustment of Rentals.—A franchise modi- 


fied as indicated in this suldivision of your letter 
will be satisfactory to this company provided 
reasonable maximum rental on readjustment be 
prescribed. 


6. Night Service.—This matter can doubtless be 
adjusted to your sa‘*isfaction. 

7. Occupation of Streets Not on the Route.—A 
franchise modified as indicated in your letter will 
be satisfactory to this company, assuming that 


*‘ streets ’’ include avenues and other public 
places. 

8. Stations.—A franchise modified as indicated 
in your letter will be satisfactory to this com- 


pany provided power be conferred upon this com- 
pany to change stations originally designated and 
construct additional ones, as may be necessary to 
meet the varying demands of its traffic. 

9. Foot Bridges on West Street. 10. Third 
Track. 11. Marginal Wharf or Street.—We note 
that your board accepts our proposed modifica- 
oe considered in these subdivisions of your 
etter. 

12. Details.—A franchise modified as indicated 
in this subdivision of your letter will be satis- 
factcry to this company provded that the maxi- 
mum distance between columns be agreed upon in 
advance. 

13. Right of Board to Intervene.—This company 
will not accept a franchise with the provisions 
you propose in this subdivisjon of your letter. 

14. Delay of Municipal Authorities.—A franchise 
modified as indicated in this subdivision of your 
letter will be satisfactory to this company pro- 
vided your board will substitute one year for 
three mcnths. 

15. Other Franchises.—This company never sug- 
gested that it be granted the West Street fran- 
chise, irrespective of any other franchise tendered 
by your board. 

Judge Dillon and Mr. Gardiner, the counsel of 
this company, will be pleased to meet the counsel 
of your board at such time and place as may be 
mutvally convenient and agreeable, with full au-

MRS. FONG WANTS HER REALTY. 





Chinese Woman Contests the Owner- 
ship of Pell Street Tenement. 


Proceedings have been begun in the Su- 
preme Court by San Toy Fong, wife of Chu 
Fong, against Robert Kerr and others, to 
recover a one-half interest in the tenement 
house properties 18, 20, and 22 Pell Street. 
In September, 1894, John G. Ritter, a lawyer 
of 87 Nassau Street, purchased the property 
fn question. The Fongs are people of con- 
siderable means, and in the purchase by 
Mr. Ritter Mrs. Fong furnished half of the 
consideration. It being impossible under 
the law for a Chinese woman to hold title 
to realty, the property stood in Mr. Ritter’s 


name, but a certificate of trust was drawn 
up, showing Mrs. Fong’s interest, with Rit- 
ter as trustee. Shortly afterward the prop- 
erty was mortgaged for about $10,000 to 
Kerr. The latter began foreclosure pro- 
ceedings against Ritter, who made no de- 
fense, and in January, 1897, the tenements 
were sold at auction, by order of Referee 


Donald McLean. Kerr, as plaintiff, was 
the buyer. P 
In the present suit Mrs. Fong alleges that 


whe received no notice of the foreclosure, 
although there is abundant evidence that 
both err and his attorneys knew of her 
fnterest in the property. A motion will 
accordingly be made to set aside the auc- 
tion sale in foreclosure and to compel Kerr 
o convey to Mrs. Fong a one-half interest 
the tenements, as well as one-half of the 
rents which have been collected during his 
ewnershiv. The property is said to be 
worth in the neighborhood of $100,000.

LEGAL NOTES. 


THE PARiN STEVENS EstTatTe.—The Court 
of Appeals yesterday gave a decision re- 
versing the judgment of the Appellate Di- 
vision, in this city, render 
in the action brought by Mary Paget and 
others against Ellen S. Melcher and others 
for the partition and sale of real property 
of the late Paran Stevens, so far as it re- 
versed and modified the judgment of the 
Special Term, announced in May, 1897. In 
April, 1863, Mr. Stevens conveyed portions 


of this rea] estate to Charles G. Stevens, in 
trust, to ey the income to his wife, Mari- 
etta R. Stevens, during her life, and upon 
her death to convey these lands to _ his 
three children—Henry L. Stevens, Mary 
Paget, and Ellen §S. Melcher. Henry L. 
Stevens, the son, who died before his 
mother, by his will gave her one-half of 
his residuar estate, and the other half in 
trust for the benefit of his sister, Mrs. 
Paget, and her children. Mrs. Stevens left 
her property to her two daughters and 
their chi dren. The referee held that Henry 
L. Stevens had a vested interest under the 
deed, which passed under his will to those 
now claiming it. Justice Beekman, at Spe- 
cial Term overruled this conciusion, hold- 
ing that upon the death of Marietta R. 
Stevens the surviving children, Mrs. Paget 
and Mrs. Melcher, took the property in 
equal shares. The Appellate Division, in an 
opinion by Justice Patterson, concurred in 
by Justices Barrett and O’Brien, held that 
Henry L Stevens’s share in the personal 
property passed under his will. Justice 
Rumsey gave an opinion, which was con- 
curred in by Presiding Justice Van Brunt, 
holding that the direction in the judgment 
below was correct and that the testator in- 
tended by his will to confer upon his chil- 








dren a vested remainder, subject to be di- | 


vested by death during the continuance of 
the intermediate estate. The Court of Ap- 
peals now holds that the decision of Justice 
Beekman, at Special Term, and that of 
the minority of the Justices of the Appellate 
Division is correct. 

** 

LIFE PoLicy FOR BENEFIT OF WIFE AND 
CHILDREN.—Charles Esty procured a policy 
upon his life thirty years ago from the 
Equitable Life Assurance Society for the 
sole use of his wife, the company agreeing 
to pay the amount of insurance, $3,000, to 
his wife, if living, at his death, and if not 
living, to his children. Mrs. Esty oh Dec. 
24, 1883, assigned the policy to John Stoot- 
hoff, in consideration of moneys loaned to 
her for the support of herself and children. 
Her husband knew of and consented to the 
assignment, but his consent was not pyt in 
writing. Subsequently, until March 15, 1897, 
when Mr. Esty died, all the premiums fall- 
ing due upon the policy were paid by Mr. 
Stoothoff. Mrs. Esty died six years before 
her husband. Her children, John Esty and 
others, brought suit against the company, 
claiming the whole proceeds of the policy, 
whereupon the company paid the fund into 
court, interpleading the assignee, who 
also claimed it. Justice Daly, before whom 
the case\ was tried, in Supreme Court, 
Special Term, has given a decision holding 
that the right of the assignee is confined 
to reimbursement out of the funds for the 
sums paid as premiums to keep the policy 
alive, and for interest on such payments. 
The assignment by the wife was held not 
to he such as the statute of 1879 authorizes, 
for want of the consent in writing of her 
husband; but if it had been accompanied 
by such consent, it would at most have 
transferred to the assignee no greater in- 
terest than Mrs. Esty possessed, and that 
was to receive the proceeds of the policy 
in case she survived her husband. Her as- 
signment could in no way, the Court said, 
affect the right of the children of the in- 
sured, which was, to receive the proceeds 
of the policy on their father’s life, if their 
mother died before him. ‘* The statute 
which permits a married woman, with the 
consent of her husband, to assign a policy 
on his life, gives no right to her to assign 
the interest which by the express terms 
of the policy is reserved to his children. 
(93 Hun. 524.) Her assignment of her in- 
terest is good, if she survive her husband. 
(103 N. Y., 617.) But the children have a 
vested interest. (102 N. Y., 143.) The as- 
signment by the wife, therefore, conveyed 
no right as against the rights of the chil- 
dren, if they survived her, and she died be- 
fore her husband, to hold the policy as se- 
curity for advances made to her. The right 
of the assignee to repayment of the sums 
advanced to pay premiums and keep the 
policy alive, rests, however, upon equitable 
grounds.”’ 


JoInt LIABILITY NEED Not BE ESTAB- 
LISHED.—The Knickerbocker Ice Company 
was awarded a judgment on the trial of its 
suit, in the City Court, against John Henry 
Theiss and George Theiss, and an affirm- 
ance was directed by the General Term of 
that court, but the judgment has been re- 
versed by the Appellate Term of the Su- 
preme Court. The action was brought upon 
promissory notes signed G. Theiss & Broth- 
er. The defendants interposed similar an- 
swers, but on the trial John Henry Theiss 


appeared alone to defend. The notes were 
given under an agreement to deliver ice to 
the defendants for five years from Febru- 
ary, 1893, and were signed by George Theiss, 
in the firm’s name. It was conceded by the 
defendant, John Henry Theiss, that he was 
a copartner of the firm from 1891 to Janu- 
ary, 1896, but that on the last date the firm 
was dissolved by the sale of his interest to 


his wife, who has since taken no part in 
managing the business, and that after 
the dissolution he had nothing to do 


with the management. The larger portion 
of the notes were signed in August, 1896, by 
George Theiss, in the name of George Theiss 
& Brother. Evidence was given that de- 
mands were frequently made up to January, 
1897, on the defendant, John Henry, and 
that the latter made admissions of his lia- 
bility as copartner during this period. The 
Court charged the jury that to succeed, the 
plaintiff must show that the debt was a co- 
partnership liability, and that the copart- 
nership existed between George and John 
Henry at the time the notes were given. 
Justice Giegerich, giving the opinion of the 
Appellate Term, holds that it is not longer 
the rule in this State that plaintiff must fail 
unless he establish joint liability of all the 
defendunts; therefore the instruction that 
the jury must find a verdict either against 
or in favor of both defendants was erro- 
neous and may have been prejudicial to the 
defendant who appeared.

PERSONAL NOTICE IN SUMMARY PROCEED- 
INGs.—When summary proceedings were in- 
stituted in a Municipal Court by August 
Zinsser, as landlord. to dispossess John G. 
Herman and another for non-payment of 
rent, due on the ist of January last, the 
tenants interposed an answer denying that 
the rent had been demanded personally of 
them, or either of them, or that any de- 
mand whatsoever had been made upon them, 
or that the three days’ notice in writing re- 
quiring, in the alternative, payment of the 
rent or possession of the premises, had been 


served upon either of the tenants. The 
only evidence given on the part of the land- 
lord was that it was the practice of the 
agent, whenever the rent became due, to 
send a bill by mail, and that the bill was 
mailed in this case on the 3d of January. 
The Appellate Term of the Supreme Court 
has reversed the judgment given in favor of 
the landlord, holding, by Presiding Justice 
Beekman, that the demand mentioned in 
the statute, as distinguished from the notice 
in writing, means a personal demand. The 
purpose of such a proceeding is to enforce 
a forfeiture of an interest in real property 
incurred by a tenant by reason of his fail- 
ure to comply with a condition upn the per- 
formance of which the continuance of his 
estate is predicated. In view of the grave 
consequences following — a forfeiture, 
it has always been the policy of the law to 
insist that he who proposes to take advan- 
tage of it should seek out the _ person 
against whom it is sought to establish the 
forfeiture and demand of him performance 
of the eonditions in unequivocal language 
and under circumstances which would place 
that person immediately in a position to 
satisfy the demand and save his estate. It 
is obvious that a proper compliance with 
this requirement could not be had unless 
the demand was a personal one, 


Aloysius Chapel Dedicated. 


The new chapel of the Catholic Protectory 
at Van Nest, known as the Aloysius, was 
dedicated yesterday. The dedication was 
celebrated by Archbishop Corrigan, who 
wore for the occasion a new chasuble, the _ 
gift of James R. Floyd, the President of 
the New York Catholic Protectory. Pre- 
liminary to the dedication exercises Arch- 
bishop Corrigan consecrated the altar, a 


beautiful affair, the gift of Bryan Lawrence, 
and costing $15,000. The new organ, valued 
at $5,000, also the gift of Mr. Lawrence, 
was likewise consecrated. Assisting Arch- 
bishop Corrigan in the dedication of the 
chapel were the Rev. Father John Mehan, 
master of ceremonies; the Rev. Father Mc- 
Kenna, Dean of the Protectory; the Rey. 
Father D. P. O’Neil, and the Rev. Father 
Andrew Cosack. After the dedication 350 
boys and girls were confirmed. One thou- 
sand invited guests were present besides the 
1,800 boys and 1,100 girls of the Agee 
The Boys’ Brigade, in full uniform, attend- 
ed mass.

The front page of the circular 
details the concessions granted by the rail- 
way associations, and gives a sort of pros- 
pectus of what the Merchants’ Association 
desires to do in sending its circulars out 
from time to time to the 150,000 merchants 
throughdéut the United States. 

The prospectus announces that the Mer- 
chants’ Association is preparing for distri- 
bution twelve series of booklets, represent- 
ing as many different groups of trade and 
manufactures. It also describes the book- 
let now being prepared by the association 
entitled ‘‘Summer Days and Nights in New 
York.” 

It will be illustrated in chapters, the table 
of contents being as follows: Summer Cities 
by the Sea, An Evening at Manhattan 
Beach, A Coney Island Day, A Roof Garden 
Evening, A Little Voyage on the Sound, 
The rey! Coast, Here and There Aiong 
Shore, A Little Drive and a Little Dinner, 
Music, Art, and Drama; Little Pleasure 
Outings, On the Hudson, Getting About. In 
the back of the Yooklet there will be found 
a street map showing the streets, surface 
and elevated car lines, ferries, stations, &c.;

“It is proposed to circulate this booklet to

4 burdens now im- 
posed on exports in the way of terminal 
charges at this port; the development of 
closer and more reciprocal trade -relations 
with Canada, the collection of data by ex- 
perts for the purpose equalizing and in- 
creasing equitably tne Post Office facilities 
of the United States, the State ownership of 
the Erie Canal system, and the improve- 
ment thereof by the State, so that it may 
be made equal te the demands of com- 
merce, and serve its purpose more fitly 
than now, as the great regulator of railway 
freight rates; the improvement of our Con- 
sular Service, the bringing together of the 
great mercantile centres into more har- 
monious relations for : benefits to accrue 
to all from unity of action in all the broad 
lines of trade and commerce generally; and 
even this recapitulation does not begin to 
show all the matters that are being handled 
actively and aggressively by the associa- 
tion.

Fair, which will be held at Syracuse during 
the latter part of August and the first part 
of September. 


What Other Cities Are Doing. 


*“‘In Boston, as has been already pointed 
out, the Mayor of the city has recommended 
an appropriation out of the city’s funds to 
sustain and maintain the*Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation there. In Chicago, the merchants 


have contributed very liberally toward the 
organization in that city, and in St. Louis 
the merchants, bankers, and business men 
generally are standing together as one man 
in sustaining and mairtaining the associa- 
tion in that city which is fighting hard and 
successfully for St. Louis’ interest. The 
same can be said of nearly every trade 
centre in the United States, even of the 
smaller ones. 

‘*‘New York cannot afford to be left be- 
hind in this competition to develop trade, 
and it is hoped that all the merchants of 
the city and its business men generally will 
rally to the support of our association.”

COURT WITNESS KIDNAPPED. 
When Next Heard Of Was on Board a 
Ship Bound for Yokohama—Drugs 


Given to Him, He Said. 


A daring attempt to kidnap a court wit- 
ness, involving an exciting chase to sea, 
was unfolded before Justice Conlan in the 
City Court yesterday. The name of the wit- 
ness who was spirited away is Charles T. 
Holey, who was to have been a witness in 
behalf of Karl Fisher in the City Court on 
Monday. Fisher is suing Robert L. Merri- 
man, a sea Captain, to recover $1,500 dam- 
ages for cruelty and assault at sea. The 
ease is one of five which were brought 
against Merriman by the crew of the ship 
Commodore T. H. Allen. Two of the cases 
have already been tried, and Merriman has 
been defeated in both. 

When the case was called for trial Monday 
Lawyer Samuel H. Randall, who represents 
the plaintiffs in wll of the cases against 
Merriman, held a whispered conversation 
with Justice Conlan. As a result of the in- 
terview Justice Conlan announced that an 
adjournment would -be taken until to-day. 
The cause of the adjournment and the sub- 
ject of the whispered conversation became 
evident yesterday when Holey was brought 
to the Sheriff’s office by Deputies Roberts 
and Kaiser. . 

The story of the alleged gttempt at kid- 
napping and the chase is best told by 
Holey and the Deputy Sheriffs. Holey, when 
seen at the Sheriff’s office, said; ** Since 


the suits have been begun I .have been 
stopping at a sailors’ boarding house at 175 
Cherry Street, kept by John F. Dunphy. I 
was summoned as a witness in Fisher’s 
case, and was to have been at court on 
Monday at 10 o’clock. I arose about 6 
o’clock on that morning and started out to 
take a walk. I had not gone far when I 
was met by another sailor, whom I had seen 
several times, but whose name I do not 
know. He asked me to have a drink, and 
I went with him to a near-by saloon. We 
had two drinks. From there I went back 
to my boarding house, the sailor accompany- 
ing me. From there we walked down to 
the docks on South Street, where we went 
on board a tug, and there we had several 
more drinks. I remember nothing more un- 
til I was pulled out of a bunk by the Depu- 
ty Sheriffs. I only had four or five drinks 
and then lost consciousness.” 
Deputy Sheriff Kaiser said: ‘‘ Mr. Rob- 
erts and I were given an attachment for 
Holey yesterday afternoon. We were told 
that he had been spirited on board the ship 
Frankistan, which sails for Yokohama. 
When we arrived at the Frankistan’s dock 
she had sailed. We were told that the ves- 
sel was lying off Staten Island, and imme- 
diately chartered a tug to take us to her 





anchorage. When we pulled alongside we 
told the mate what we were after, He 
finally allowed us to come aboard. ft was 


at first denied that Holey was aboard. In 
answer to questions the mate told us that 
he had eighteen sailors on the vessel. We 
ordered that all of them be brought on 
deck. When they lined up, however, there 
were only fifteen men. We asked where 
the others were, and were told that they 
were too drunk to come upon deck. We 
then went below and searched the bunks. 
In one of them we found Holey, apparent- 
ly dazed. He acted as though he had been 
given knock-out drops. After much trouble 
we succeeded in arousing him and took him 
aboard our tug. ‘There was no resistance 
when we took him off the Frankistan. That 
is, there was no open resistance, but some 
of the men acted a little ugly.”’ 

Holey says that there is no doubt in his 
mind that he was given knock-out drops. 
When seen in the Sheriff’s office yesterday 
he had not fully recovered from the effects 
of the drug and appeared half dazed. He 
will remain in the custody of the Sheriff 
until after the trial of the case. 

Holey also hes a suit pending against 
Merriman. While talking yesterday he ex- 
hibited scars on his head and face which he 
said were the result of injuries inflicted by 
Merriman’s ever-handy belaying pin. 


TROUBLES OF LADIES’ TAILORS. 


One Hundred Members of the Union 
Discharged—Union to Open a Shop. 


It was announced yesterday at the head- 
quarters of the Ladies’ Tailors’ Union that 
about 100 of their members had been dis- 
charged by four empboyers for failing or 
refusing to state in writing whether they 
belonged to the union or not. The officers, 
however, said that the dull season had as 
much to do with the discharge of the men 
as anything else, and they believe that 


when the wealthy and fashionable people 
return from the Summer resorts and Eu- 
rope the employers will be glad to have 
their men back again. 

The Secretary of the union is at work 
getting up articles of incorporation of a 
co-operative shop that the union expects 
to open in the Fall, and said that a good 
deal of capital had already been subscribed 
for the enterprise. He also said that one 
of the employers had secured photographs 
of two of the prominent members of the 
union by flashlight while they were on their 
way to their homes|from a meeting of the 
union, and that copies of the photographs 
are to be made and sent to all the mem- 
bers of the ladies” tailors’ branch of the 
Merchant Tailors’ Society. 


SENATOR RAINES LOSES. 


The Jury in His Libel Suit for $50,000 
Failed to Agree. 


The jury in the libel suit for $50,000 
brought by Senator John Raines against 
The New York Press has disagreed. After 
considering the case for several hours, the 
jury reported to Justice MacLean, in the 
Supreme Court, yesterday morning, that it 
was unable to present a verdict. The case 
went to the jury at about 4 o’clock Monday 
afternoon. 

When the Foreman made the announce- 
ment, Senator Raines’s usually jovial face 
merged into a dark frown, and he soon left 
the courtroom. He intimated later that he 
would press the suit to trial again as soon 
as possible. 

According to the Foreman, the first ballot 
resulted in a vote of 7 to 5 in favor of 
damages. Two jurors wanted a return for 
the,full amount. After that the vote was 
eaually divided.

THE MUNICIPAL ASSEMBLY 


Brooklyn Aldermen Carry Out 
Their Threat to Defeat 
the Bond Resolution. 


WILL BE ISSUED ANYWAY 














Alderman Okie Quotes the Mayor as 
Saying the Vote of the Municipal 
Assembly Is Not Necessary— 
July 4 Celebration.

Both branches of the Municipal Assembly 
passed a resolution yesterday afternoon 
approving of a celebration and parade on 
July 4. The United States troops in the 
vicinity are expected to take part in the 
parade. 

The Board of Aldermen spent most of its 
time in discussing the bond issue, and the 
Brooklyn members succeeded in carrying 
out their threat to defeat the resolution 
passed by the Council at its meeting last 
week for the issuance of the bonds, 

The subject of the issue was reported 
favorably to the Aldermen by the Finance 
Committee, but after the report was sub- 
mitted Alderman Wafer of Brooklyn moved 
that it be laid on the table. Alderman 
Muh of Manhattan, who is Chairman of the 
Finance Committee, moved that immedi- 
ate consideration be given the question. 
Alderman Muh’s motion was carried by a 
vote of 36 to 15. 

Alderman Muh, in opening the discussion, 
said that the issuance of the bonds would 
result in giving employment to thousands 
of men. He hoped there would be no op- 
position. He was followed by Alderman 
Wafer, who said he hoped the Brooklyn 
Aldermen would not vote for the bonds 
without the positive assurance that their 
borough would get some of the money for 
public improyements. 


“We can’t even get so much as $100,000 
for street lighting!’ he exclaimed. 


Will Remember the Mayor. 


Alderman Stewart of the Brooklyn rep- 
resentation spoke about the unjust dis- 
crimination against Brooklyn by the pres- 
ent administration. 

“The Mayor said the other day,” the 
Alderman began, ‘‘ that Brooklyn was rot- 
ten, and that half the people in it ought to 
be in prison. Now, I want to tell the 


Mayor that there are as many decent peo- 
ple in Brooklyn as there are in Manhattan 
and the Bronx. I hope every Brooklyn 
man here will remember these insults when 
his turn comes, ag {it will.” 

Alderman Goodman objected to the “ nar- 
row stand” the Brooklyn men were taking 
by opposing the bond issue from a spirit 
of revenge. He warned them that they 
would regret the day they held up im- 
provements from such a spirit and let the 
people suffer. The time would come when 
the people would remember it. 

A motion was made by Alderman Mc- 
Inness that the matter be laid over for a 
week and that the Finance Committee be 
instructed to call on the Mayor and Con- 
troller and ,try to get an apropriation for 
Brooklyn. ‘He said that if they were as- 
sured that Brooklyn would be provided 
for, he and his colleagues would vote for 
the bonds. 

Aldermen Goodman and Folks replied to 
these remarks. They said Alderman Mc- 
Inness’s proposition was impracticable. The 
Mayor, they said, had nothing to do with 
the issuance of bonds. The motion was 
lost. Another motion was made by Alder- 
man Bridges of Brooklyn that the matter 
be laid over as a special order for the 
next meeting. This was also lost. 


Negative Vote Futile, 


Alderman Howard P. Okie, the Citizens’ 
Union candidate who was seated in the 
board last week, said that the Mayor had 
declared in conversation that the Board of 
Estimate had a right to reauthorize the 
bonds without action of the Municipal As- 


sembly, and the matter was submitted to 
the Assembly simply for the sake of ex- 
pediency. The only result of a negative 
vote, the Alderman said, would be to lower 
the value of the bonds when they were 
offered for sale. The Brooklyn men, by 
voting for the issuance of the bonds, would 
maintain the credit of the city. 

The resolution to issue the bonds was 
lost by a vote of 39 yeas to 15 nays. A 
three-fourths vote was,necessary ‘for its 
adoption. _The resolution was placed in 
special order for consideration at the next 
meeting 

Alderman McInness suggested that a 
committee of Aldermen gv before the Mayor 
and ask him to get the Board of Estimate 
to provide $8,000,000 in bonds for Brooklyn 
improvements. He then put the suggestion 
in the form of a motion, which was lost. 

The Aldermen for two hours debated the 
license ordinance, which has been’‘held up 
for nearlv six months. The ordinance was 


finally passed.

HUMORS OF THE COURT. 


Judge Cowing Judges a Prisoner and 
Acts as His Counsel, 


Judge Cowing. in Part IV. of General 
Sessiore yesterday acted as both Judge 
and counsel for the defense in the case of 
John laguire of 3853 East Fourteenth 
Street, who was charged with having at- 
tempted suicide by shooting. Maguire, 
when arraigned, pleaded not guilty, and 
asked to have a lawyer appointed to de- 
fend him. Judge Cowing, to the astonish- 
ment of all, volunteered to act as counsel 


for Maguire. Assistant District Attorney 
Blake conducted the case for the people. 
Six witnesses were examined, among*whom 
was the wife of the defendant. All heard 
the shots and saw Maguire afterward 
ne. but none saw Maguire shoot him- 
sel 

In the examination and cross-examina- 
tion of .he witnesses, Judge Cowing re- 
versed and sustained himself in a way that 
was ludicrous and amusing. Then, as 
Judge, Judge Cowing told Maguire he could 
gc on the stand and testify, and, as coun- 
sel for the defense, advised him to testify. 
Maguire swore he did not shoot himself. 
He was dazed that night. He did not know 
mee shot him, but he knew he did not do 
t. 

Several times amusing and pointed re- 
partee between Mr. Blake and Judge Cow- 
ing took place. Judge Cowing demanded 
that as Judge he should be treated with 
respect, but as counsel for the defense he 
exacted no privileges. 

A humorous incident was the Judge ob- 
jecting to more than six witnesses being 
introduced, and sustaining himself against 
the protests of Mr. Blake. The jury ac- 
quitted Maguire. 





PULLISON GUILTY OF MURDER. 








Colored Lawyer Waited on Jus- 
tice Fursman Years Ago. 


The trial of Levi Pullison, colored, for the 
murder of his white common-law wife, Kate 
Shea, March 11, at 327 West Thirty-ninth 
Street, went to the jury at 12:30 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon, and three hours later 
a verdict of murder in the first degree was 
returned. 

Pullison was defended by a colored law- 
yer, Edmund B. Brown. tn adressing the 


jury he called attention to the fact that he 
had met Justice Fursman, who was sitting 
on the bench in the Criminal Branch of the 
Lo gee Court, where the case is being 
tried. 

“ Twelve years ago,” said Lawyer Brown, 
“when I was struggling to master the prin- 
ciples of law on my vacations, I went from 
Washington to Saratoga, wnere I obtained 
employment which enabled me to prosecute 
my studies. Among the prominent persons 
whom I had the honor to serve with tea 
and toast at a magnificent hotel was his 
Honor, the Presiding Justice of this court. 
I knew him there as a courtly géntleman. 
I know him now as a profound lawyer 
and a conscientious Judge, in whose hands 
the scales of justice always hang evenly 
balanced.”’ 


THE PRIVATE MAILING CARDS. 


Rules to Govern Their Use Made Pub- 
lic by Postmaster Van Cott. 


Postmaster Van Cott has announced the 
rules to which the public must conform in 
order to be entitled to the privilege given by 
a recent act of Congress which authorizes 
the transmission in the domestic miails of 
private cards bearing written messages at 


the postage charge of 1 cent each. The law 
goes into effect July 1. 

Cards must not exceed the size of the 
“HH” postal card, which is 3% by 5% inches 
in dimensions. Their quality must be sub- 
stantially that of the Government postal 
cards and weigh about six pounds three 
ounces to the thousand. Their color may 
be white, cream, light gray, or light buff. 
The cards must bear on the address side, in 
print, the words ‘“ Private Mailing Card— 
Authorized by Act of Congress of May 19, 
1898.’"" When prepared for sale they should 
also bear in the upper right hand corner of 
the address side a diagram with the words, 
“Place a one-cent stamp here,” and in the 
lower left hand corner the printed words 
“This side is exclusively for the address.” 

The message on the cards may be in writ- 
ing or print, and there may also appear on 
the message side advertisements, illustra- 
tions, or other matter, printed either in 
black or colors. And there must” be at- 
tached to every card mailed a one-cent ad- 
hesive postage stamp. These cards cannot 
be mailed to foreign countries except at the 
letter rate of postage.

THE BOARD OF TRADE. 


Resolutions Commending the Governe 
ment and Pledging Support. 


The members and Directors of the New 
York Board of Trade and Transportation 
met in special session yesterday afternoon 
in the board room, 203 Broadway, to give 
expression to their approval of the course 
of the President\and Congress during the 


present crisis. Darwin R. James, President 
of the board, presided. 

A resolution thanking the President, hig 
Cabinet, and Congress for the War Revee 
nue bill and for their efforts’ to promote 
American supremacy in this war, an 
pledging the loyalty and support of the ‘ee 
to the Government, was introduced by Gen. 
Henry E. Tremain and unanimously 
passed.
